{ Here the debate concluded, and the 
refolutions ftood as at the end of Lord 
North's firft fpeech, for report. 


Tucfday, March 23. 

The affairs of the Eaft-India Cem- 
pny were i:efumed, when, in confe- 
quence of the former refolutions, that 
the neceffary regulations be adopted, 
to prevent the Company’s experiencing 
the like exigencies in future, the fol- 
lowing refolutions were propofed : 

« Refolved, That it is the opinion of 
this Commitee, that the Ea(ft-India 
Company be reftrained from dividing 
more than fix per cent. on their capital, 
till the’ fum of 1,400,000l. propofed 
to be lent to them by Parliament, be 
repaid. Bente 

“* Refolved, That it is the opinion of 
this Committee, That the Eatt-India 
Company be reftrained from dividing 
more than feven per cént. from the 
latter period ull. their bond-debts he 
reduced to 1,500,000]. and no more 
than eight per cent. before the parti- 
cipation of profits between the public 
and the Company fhould take place.” 

Lord North fupported the above re- 
folutions by feveral forcible arguments; 
fuch as the undoubted right every cre- 
ditor, who parted with his money, had 


to exact ceitain conditions, and ftipu- ~ 


Jate certain agreements, previous to his 
acquiefcence in the requeft folicited. 
With refp-&, to the rettriGtion of the 
dividend 10 fix per cent. it was found- 
ed, he faid, upon the ftate of the Com- 
pany’s fituation, which was fuch as to 
render a thought about permitting them 
to declare a larger dividend prepofte- 
rous. His Lordfhip took notice, that 


- 
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the perfons concernedin keeping the 
Company’s accounts, were fuch expert 
arithmeticians,that they were ecquaint- 
ed with the two-fold method of cy- 
phering,, in confequence of which, his 
Lordhhip added, it was apparent. that 
there was fuch a thing as a two-fold 
method of ftating accounts; but that, 
ftated in real conformity to the Com- 
pany's fituation, a dividend of fix per 
cent. would be found to be the largeft 
moiety in the power of the Company 
to afford, with juftice to the public, 
and the welfare of the proprietary.— 
With refpe& to the fecond propofition 
of allowing the dividend to be en- 
creafed to feven pér cent. after. the 
money borrowed of the Company fhould 
be paid off, the very profpeé of this 
encreafe of dividend, his Lordfhip faid, © 
would operate with the Company, and 
expedite their endeavours to difcharge 
the debt incurred. The profpect of an 
increafe of eight per cent, would, his 
Lordthip obferved, alfo produce a fimi- 
lar effect. ; 
His Lordfhip next proceeded to ftate: 
from whence the refources were to flow 
for the difcharge of the debt due to 
the public, and the reduétion of the 
Company’s bond-debt, which,he feem- 
ed to hint, was much beyond what the 
Company was autiiorized to borrow;; 
thefe, he faid, muft arife from the ter- 
ritorial revenues of Bengal. And his 
Lordfhip further intimated, that, when 
the repayment of the Joan advanced by 
the public, and the reduétion of the 
Company’s bond-bebt to’ r,500,0001. 
were effeéted, perhaps the Treafury 
might contribute a moiety of its fhare 
of the participation to re-ftablith the 
affairs of the Company, in a manner 
moft for the honour of the nation, the 
intereft of the proprietary, the bene- 
fit of commerce, and the fecurity of 
public credit.: but his Lordthip alfo 
intimated, that, perhaps, Parliament 
might think proper, hereafter, to agi- 
tate the queftion about the right to the 
territorial poffeffions in India, whether 
it was vefted in the State or the Com- 


any. 
. His Lordfhip having concluded, Mr. 
S-di-v-n arole, and in behalf of the 
Company advanced the following af- 
fertions : , 

‘He faid, that the reprefentation made 
by the Secret and Sele& Committees 
of the ftate of the Company's affairs, 
was, in feveral refpe&s, erroneous: in 
parti ular, ‘thar the Secret Committee, 
in the report they had made, had given 
Fs parks ia jal > tie 
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no credit at all for. the fortifications, 
warehoules, &c. of the Company in 
India; yet that they ought to be efti- 
mated at fomething, and that, a fair 
appraifement being made of their va- 
lue, it would appear, that the Com- 
pany, as to its finances, was by no 
means in the reduced ftate defciibed 5 
nay, faid Mr. S dl-v-n, all things con- 
fidered, and a proper balance of profit 
and lofs being ftruck, the Company is 
at this time rather in a flourifhing-itu- 
ation. He, therefore, contended, that 
a limitation of the Company's dividend 
to fix per cent. was a mealue highly 
injurious to its real intereft. Mr. S. 
ftated the Company’s affairs at different 
periods fince the year 1762, and con- 
cluded by arguing for a dividend of 
eight per cent. which he faid the fi- 
nances of the Company might well 
afford. 
Governor 7. bnft-ne next arofe, and 
faid, That, from what fell from the 
noble Lord, he perccived that there 
were two ways of ftating arguments 
as well as accounts ; that, though he 
might join the noble Lord in the ne- 
ceflity of reflraining the dividend, yet 
he differed in the fum to which that 
dividend was defigned to be limited ; 
that, refpeéting the Treafury’s here- 
after renouncing its fhare of the par- 
ticipation, in order to expedire and ef- 
fectuate the Company's reeftablifhment, 
tho” he was inclined to give as much 
credit as any man to what the noble 
Lord on every other occafion faid, yet, 
in this particular, he could not help 
thinking but that the affertion ftood in 
need of fome farther proof. The Go- 
vernor added, that he was clear in one 
thing, that the Company had not ex 
ceeded the right invefted in them by 
Law in borrowing the fum they had ; 
that, it was tiue, fuch an affertion had 
becn advanced, and terrific threats had 
been denounced, in confequence of the 
Company’s fuppofed delinguency in 
this refpe&t, but that he was fure Par- 
liament never feriowfly intended to put 
its threats in execution by farther agi- 
tating that point ; that, if Parliament, 
did fo mean, the Company was ready 
and willing to meet Parliament upon 
that ground. The Governor concluded 
by exprefling his with, that a ftep of. 
fuch importance to fo immenfe a body 
of people, might not be haftily agi- 
tated, or too precipitately determined; 
he, therefore, moved for poflponing | 
the confideration of the noble Lord’s 
refolutions to a future day,» 


- 
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Mr. D mpfi-r. warmly recommended 
the fame meafure, as it could have, he 
faid, no influence upon the rile or fall 
of India ftock ; the nob'e Lord having 
fo frequently declared his opitiion re. 
fpeGting the dividend, as to render it 
no longer a matter of doubt to which 
fide of the queftion his Lordthip wag 
inclined to Jean: but, he faid, that, 
as the Proprietary had agreed to tyeat 
with Adminiftration upon a fuppoti- 





tion that the allowance of a dividend — 


of eight per cent. would meet with its 
fupport, to refufe a requelt of the kind 
was to lend the aid of Government to 
deceive a fet of men who had already 
been but too much and too frequently 
impofed upon, Mr. D mpit-r further 
faid; that the intimation of the con- 
currence of Adminiftration. refpecting 
an allowance of the dividendnow foli- 
cited, was given the Proprietary from 
their own Chair. He then concluded 
with befeeching the noble Lord to.de- 
Jay the final confideration of the mat- 
ter to a future day. \ ae 
Lord 7-h2 C-v-end fo then arofe, 
He faid, that Adminiftration had late." 
Ty thewn a ftrange propenfity to inter- 
fere in every fpecies of the executive 
power : that fuch a procedure as the 
prefent was a dangerous precedent 5 
for, with refpect to declaring what di- 
vidend the Company fheuld or fhould 
not make, it was, to all intents and 
_purpofes, to wreft the power of de-, 
clating a dividend out of the hands of 
the Direétors, wherein it.was by char- 
ter lodged, and to vet that right,where 
neither the Company’s charter, nor the 
cuftom obferved with refpect to trading 
companies, authorized it to be vefted, 
in Parliament. His Lordhip was, 
therefore, againt reftraining the divi- 
dend asa ftep that favoured much of. 
too great an affumption of the execu- 
tive power; but his Lordthip firenu- 
oufly urged the neceffity of a Parlia- 
mentary enquiry into the affairs of the. 
Company, and concluded by recom- 
mending the execution of ftriét and, 
impartial juftice upon delinquents,how, 
dignified foever, 

Mr. ¥, nt-nf-n obferved, that what’ 
had been advanced by a Member, 
(Mr. S—Il—n) refpefting the value 
of thofe fortifications, warehdules, &c, 
belonging to. the Company in India, 
was extremely fallacious ; that, it was 
true, the Secret Committee, in their 
report, had eflimated them at no cer- 
tain fum; but that this, fo far from, 
being an omiffion, was perfectly con- 


‘  ~ formable, 
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Formable to juftice ; for the fortifica- 
tions, warchoufes, &c. the property of 
the Company in India, fuppofing them 
of immenfe value shere, could not 
fairly be eflimated as of any value 
Bere; they were fubje& to calualties ; 
a thoufand accidents might intervene, 
granting the Company difpofed even 
to convert them into cath. 

The poftponing the propofed-refolu- 
tions for even a few days, could an- 
fwer no end ; for a reftriftion of the 
Company's dividend to fix per cent. 
was either a proper or an improper 
meafure. If it was an improper mea- 


’ fare, the fooner it was difcuffed and 


Faid afide, the better ; if, on the con- 
trary, it was a proper meafure, why 
poftpone it? He concluded, that he 
Believed the propriety of the refivic- 
tion of the dividend to fix per cent. 
was univerfally allowed by the Houfe, 
as fcarcely a Gngle argument had been 
advanced againit it. 

Mr. Edm nd B-rke next arofe, and. 
begged the Chairman (Mr. B.c-on) 
to read the refolutions ; which being 
cemplied with, he defired that they 
might be put and debated /eparately, 
and that only the firft relative to ths 
 reftri€tion of the Company's divi- 
dend to. fx per cent.” might then be 
agitated. Lord N-rth confented; and, 
the firlt being read, Mr. B rke ftated 
the propofitions he meant to prove, 
“the moit material of which were the 
following : 

3. Fhat the Eaft-India Company 
were not before the Houfe. 

2, That, if ever they were before 
the Houle, they had been brought 
there by force, fraud, and menaces. 

3. That the treaty between the Go- 
wernment and the Company was, on 
the fide of the Government, iniquitous 
an every part. 

4. That, with refpe& to the terri- 
torial acquifitions, not one lawyer,with 
a ‘* rag of a gown upon his back, or 
a wig with one tie,” had given it as 
his opinion, that the right to thefe 
pofftflions was vefted in the Crown, 
and not in the Company. -. 

5+ That the French Eaft- India Com- 
pany, \under a defpotic government, 
was in a better fituation than the Eng- 
lith Eaft-India Company, under a go- 
vernment which pretend<d to liberty. 

6. That, in refpe& to the mode of 
conduéting itfelf, the French govern- 
ment was augelic, compared with the 
Englith, 

7. That the very vote, then about 
to pafs, was fuch an infringement up- 


on charter rights, as the fpirit of Eng- 
lifhmen ought not to brook ; and fuch 
a violation of tht conflitution, as might 
indeed be parallelled, but could not 
be exceeded, in the annals of any 
country, how defpo:ic foever. 

To prove the firtt propofition, Mr. 
B rke argued, That the aé& of the 
Company was contained in the whole 
of the propofals laid before the Hou; 
that the Houfe was to treat with the 
Company in its corporate capacity, 
and to accept or reject the whole of 
its aéts ; that to accept of part of the 
Company's propofals, reject the reft, 
and ingraft new propofals of its own 
upon thofe offered by the Company, 
was to drop the idea of a treaty be. 
tween Parliament and a corporate bo- 
dy, and to deltroy the charter rights 
of the Company. 

. To prove the fecond propofition, 
Mr. B rke faid, that ‘¢ a fhrill-voice” 
(fuppofed to be the late Mr. Beck- 
ford’s) came from that fide of the 
Houle, to the following purport,— 
“* Look to the Eaft!” that the bait 
which tempted the Adminiftration of 
that time was thirteen millions of {pes 
cie: that to the populace without doors 
was held out the allurement of * no 
additional tax upon porter ;”" to the 
landed gentlemen within was propofed 
that tempting circumftance of “ no 
Jand-tax.”” Thus allured by the prof. 
peét of the thirteen millions, Admi- 
niftration forced the Company to bpen 
a treaty; and, to expedite the pro- 


pofals on the Company's fide, menaces. 


were then, as now, thrown out; and 
the threats to deprive the Company of 
its territorial acquifitions, had fo far 
the effe&s intended, that Adminiftra- 
tion raifed their demaids, in propor- 
tion to the alacrity fhewn by the Com- 
pany to enter into treaty. The fraud 
on the part of Adminiftration lay in 
exaéting from the Company an annual 
payment of g00,000]. at a time when 
the Company was actually invelved, 
and incapable of paying 40,0001, a 
year, So that this treaty was begun 
by force, cariied on by fraud, and 
concluded by the means of de/poiic 
menaces, 

To prove the third propofiifon, Mr. 
B-rke contended thus: The pretext 
for interfering in the Company's af- 
fairs was in 1767 the fame as in 17733 
mifmanagements, corruption, frauds, 
and‘ peculations of every kind, were 
faid to have been committed by the 
Company's fervants both at home and 

abroad. 
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abroad. Have thefe evils been reéti- 
fied? Not one. fingle fufpeéted perfon 
hath been exdmined...On the con- 
trary, if the evils complained of did 
really exift,—if the whole of the ma- 
nagement of the Company’s affairs 
was one feene of bloodfhed, rapine, 
violence, and perfidy abroad,—of cor- 
ruption, ftock jobbing, trick, villainy, 
and artifice.at home,—you, Minifters, 
at the fame time that you held out 
this as a reafon for entering at all 
into an examination of the Company's 
affairs, — you, I fay, fanétified thefe 
crimes, and granted a royal permit for 
the Company’s fervants to praétife 
them in future, for the valuable con- 
fideration of 400,000]. 

What is now advanced will hold 
with refpe&t to the Company’s territo- 
rial acquifitions: the lawyers equiso- 
cated when the queftion was agitated : 
one faid, ** the Company’s territorial 
poffefions were held by grant under 
office, and not by conqueft ;” another 
faid, ‘* that the Crown, tho’ it could 
not claim them by a legal right, yet 
ought, per fas aut “nefas, to. enjoy 
them.” But the Company’s poffeffions 
were NOT gained by conqueft, and, 
therefore, the Crown can have no right 
to them; or, granting them to be all 
gained by conqueft, even then the 
Crown has no right to them ; no law- 
yer hath ventured pofitively to affert, 
fuch a claim. ; . 

Refpecting the Fren#h Eaft-India 
Company, Mr. B-rke faid, that, when 
they were in a dep'orable fituation, 
the King took their debts upon him- 
felf, and has fince punétually dif- 
charged them; that in the wort of 
times he had permitted them to divide 

five per cent. and that he and his mi- 
nifters had afted, compared with our. 
King and his minifters, with refpeét 
to their Eaft-India Company, like 
angels; and that the French Eaft. 
India Company had flourifhed more in 
a land of defpotifm, than the Englith 
Eat India Company ever had done in 
a land of boatted liberty: but our 
liberty confifted in boafling only, and 
was imaginary. In proof of which 
he referred to his feventh propofition ; 
“for what, fays he, are you now 
about to do? Are you not going to 
invade the rights off the Company. as 
invefted in them by charter? Have 
you fuch an authority by the conftitu- 
tion? No. Are you not going to af- 
fume it? Yes, Are you not, as my 
nobie friend [Lord J. C-y-nd-fi} has 
ebeived, goinz to feize the execue 
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tive power, and illegally to deprive 
the DireGtors of the Company of their, ._ 
rights? For to them, and not to you, 
the declaration of.a dividend apper- 
tains.” 

Mr. B-rke having concluded, Sie 
Fl.tch-r N-rt-n faid, That, in vindi-: 
cation of a profeffion, in the purfuit, 
of which he had fpent the greateit 
part of his life, he could not help at-: 
tempting to corre& the miftakes of the. 
Honouwiable Gentleman, by informing. 
him, that, fo far from no lawyer hav- 
ing openly declared in favour of the 
Crown's right to the Eaft- India Com-; 
pany’s territorial -pofitffions, no lefs; 
than three refpeétable charaéters had, 
given their opinions exprefsly on that, 
fide of the queftion. Sir Fl-tch-r them, 

_ read a copy of thofe gentlemen’s opie, 
nions, the purport of which was, that 
“his Majefly had an undoubted right 
to all thofe territorial. poffeflions in. 
India which the Company had .ac- 
quired by conqueft.” This, continued 
Sir Fl-tch r, I thought proper to pro-. 
duce, in contradiétion. to what. the. 
Honourable Gentleman advanced 3 
and it may ferve to convince him, 
that men who have whole gowns, . 
inftead of rags of one, upon theic 
backs, have avowed fentiments which 
the Honourable Gentleman was pleafed , 
to fay no lawyer ever yet avowed. . 
Refpe&ting the opinion I formerly , 
gave upon the fubjeét, being, faid 

Sir Fl-tch-r, not then in office, it 

may be fuppofed a tranfcript of, my 

reai fentiments. What my fentiments , 

on this head new are will appear more 

fully when this matter comes before ; 
the Houfe; and I wifh it to be dif- 
cuffed in a fair, candid, and open - 

manner; when I fhall difcharge the . 


_ duty I owe to my country, as a Sena- 


tor, as a Man, and, I hope, a found 
Lawyer. 

Colonel B-rre next arofe; the 
Houle was all attention; and the » 
Colonel thus broke filence. He faid, 
with a file, that his ingenious friend | 
[Mr. B-rke] had been fo rapid in his 
flight, that it was fearcely poflible. for 
a common obferver to follow him with 
the eye; He entered into a juitification 
of the treaty made in 1767 with the 
Eaft-India Company. He faid, that 
the Adminittration of that time meant 
every thing for the benefit of the Com~ 
pany, and the intereft of the nation; : 
but that they had been interrupted in 
their purfuit by litt!e faétions, fomented 
evea by the'r friends as well as ene- , 

mics. , 
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thies); “Tis true, faid Colonel B-rre, 
my good friend behind (Mr. B-ike] 
has ofien given us a bafting’ for that 
negotiation ; but 1 am ¢onfcicus we 
deferve itnot. The Colonel took oc- 
¢afion to mention the late Mr. Beck- 
ford; who had beet alluded to by 
Mr. Buiké he was, faid the Colonel, 
amen ‘who always meant well, tho” 


“he fometimes tock wrong methods toy 


Obtain-his ends. With refpeé& to what 
Mr: Burke had let fall concerning a 
great Lawyet’s having affert:d, that 
the’Crown thould feize upon the terri- 
torial’ poffeflibns of the Eaft-India 
Company; ‘* per fas aut nefas,” I 
declare, faid Colonel B rre, I do well 
remember the'opihion Lord Chief Juf- 
tice De Grey gave, and I am certain, 
that fuch’ an expreffion never dropped 
froin his lips. * Tis true, indeed, con- * 
tinued the Colonel, that the various 
aid contradi&tory op'nions: given by 
vatious Lawy:rs upon the subject, 
have confounded me; I profefs 1 never 
could underftand them; though T dare 
fay:they méant’ it not, yet fo- far 
fiom convincing, they have always 
puzzled ‘and mifled me, ‘which hzs oc- 
cafioned me frequentiy to deciare, 
that we weie outflanked by the law. 
The Colonel then thewed the vattnefs 
of the obj.& before the houle ; and, 
from” its conféquential nature, he 
afgued for thé néceffiiy of going to 
the bottom of the inquiry ; of punifh- 
ing, if: punifhment was neceffary ; 
and” of applauding, where merit 
claimed fuch applauie. 

The ‘Colonel next faid, that the 
movéifient of adminiftration had been 
too flow ; but, added the ‘Colonel, 
$¢better*late than never ;"” for had the 
minifter'lotiger delayed an inquiry into 
the Eat incia Company’s affairs, he 
would ‘have deferved impeachment.— 
I love you not, ({aid the Colonel, ad- 
dréffing’ himfelf to the miniftry, with 
thé honeft-bluntnefs of a Bellifarius), 
I love you not; but in this bufinefs, 
while you condu& yourfelves with pro- 

riety; ‘I will po with you hand in 

ands’ but feck not power in your re- 
fedrches; aim not at a difiribution of 
offites}° you have already enough at 
your difpofal ; permit me to fay that 
you have too much to anfwer any good 
purpofé; by whicli means you carry 
alt before you.” We only, continued 
thé Colonel, ‘come’ here to know the 
hotit whei you order your carriages to 
be'ready. © Oppofiiion is dead, [here 
the Colonel folded his arms, and re- 
clined* his head] oppofition is dead, 
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and I am left chief mourneér o'er her 
bier; but let not this, I conftrain you, 
be a motive for your grafping at more 
power; have no coufins, no younger 
brothers, no fervile dependants, to 
quarter upon the Company. _ 

The Colonel fhen concluded, by 
recommending perfeverance; and faid, 
he hoped now nothing would draw 
afide the attention of Adminiftration. 
The affairs of the Company ought, 
he faid, to be finifhed this feflion, 
éven if the Houfe fat until Auguft; 
before another feflion was, fome other 
calamity might engage the attention 
of the Houte, and if that fhould be 
the cafe, the time would be too nearly 
approached when the private interc{t 
of each member would preponderate, 
I advifé you, therefore, concluded the 
Colonel], for the fake of your credit 
with the King, (for, God knows, you 
have zoné with the people); but, for 
the fake of your credit with the King, 
I advife you to acquit yourfelves like 
men in this undeitaking; it is an 
arduous one, and therefore the greater 
glory will redound to you:——the 
Eaft-India Company, if you prove 
true, to its intereft, will prove an 
ornamental chain, or, on the contrary, 
a mill-flone, about your necks, that 


‘will plunge you into an abyls of in- 


famy and difgrace, notwithftanding 
every fupport a ‘King can give, and 
every effort Majefty may make to fave 
you from deftiuétion. . 
‘Lord N-rth arofe, and feemed to 
acquiefve in the wholefomenefs of the 
advice ; but his Lordfhip faid, that, 
after’ the next report was mad:, he 
hoped they fhould be enabled to pro- 
ceed with greater rapidity. . 
Mr. C-nzway {poke next, but di- 
reéted his addrefs chiefly to Mr. B-rke, 
whom he faid' he fhould cenfure for. 
preferring the French to the Englihh 
government, did not the adige’ hold, 
good, “ that there was ‘no difputing 
about tafe.” a 
Governor ¥-haftone ftill, preffed the 
pofiponing of the bufinefs, and inti- 
mated, that, if the noble Lord’s refo- 
lutions thould pafs, he was afraid the 
Company might be tempted to petition 
the Houle for leave to withdraw their 
propofals. Mr. D-mpf-r again arole 5, 
but the Houfe being clamorous for the 
veltion, he fat down, faying, that, 
ance he could not be heard, it was a 
comfort to him that he had at lest 
endeavoured to do his duty, The 


queftion then being called for, it was 
put, and catried without divifion. 
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Errtome of Capt. Wallis’s Voyage 
round the World, 


iT HE Dolphin, foon after her ar- 
rival in the Downs, was ordered 
to he fitted out as before, and the 
command given .to Captain Wallis, 
The Swallow floop, mounting 14 guns, 
was commiffioned to attend her, and 
the command given to Captain Car- 
teret. Among the ftores taken on 
board by Capt. Wallis for this new 
voyage, were a bale of cork jackets 
(an article that was found of infinite 
ufe in the former voyage), and 30001b, 
of portable foup: the furgeon, alfo, 
purchafed an extraordinary quantity of 
' medicinal drugs, and the thips were 
crowded with provifions for the crews, 
and goods of various kinds for pre- 
fents to the Indians. 
- On the 22d of Auguft, 1766, they 
failed from Plymouth Sound, accom- 
panied by the Prince Frederic ftore- 
thip, but foon found that the Swallow 
was a very indifferent failor. 
- On the 7th of September they an- 
chored in Madeira road ; and, having 
taken in what wine and frefh provi- 


fions and water were thought neceflary, ~ 


they failed again on the x2th, and con- 
tinued their voyage. On the 16th, as 
they were failing at a great rate, with 


the wind at Ealt, it fuddenly died a- 
way, and left the fhips for {ome time 


without motion. They were then off 
Palma, in latitude 28° 40/ N. 

In the night between the 21ft and 

22d the Swallow was: miffing, and it 
was the eath before the again joined 
@ompany. 
. They now failed together till they 
reached Poit Praya, where they an- 
chored, as the Dolphin.had done be- 
fore when commanded by Commodore 
Byron. It happened to be the fickly 
feafon ; and, befides the ordinary epi- 
demics, the fmall pox raged-to a vio- 
lent degree, and was very fatal. They 
obtained leave, however, to take in 
water, and they purchafed fome freth 
provifions, and laid in a ftock of pur- 
flain, which ferved them for greens a 
whole week. They alfo caught fifh in 
abundance. And on the 28th they 
weighed, and purfued their voyage. 

Nothing remarkable happened till 
the 20th of Oétoher, when, all the 
butter and cheefe being expended, the 
Captain ordered the crews to be ferved 
with oil, and once a fortnight to have 
muftard and vinegat given them during 
the remainder of the voyage, by which 
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precaution the fatal effects of the {curvy 
were in a great meafure prevented. 

On the 27th the Prince Frederic made 
fignals of diftrefs, .She had {prung-a 
leak under the larboard check. The 
men were worn down with fatigue in 
pumping ; their provifions were bad ; 
they had nothing on ‘board but watec 
todrink ; and they were, befides, fick- 
ly, and unable to proceed without af= 
fiftance, The Captain fent a carpenter 
on board, and fix ftout men. - With 
the help of thefe the Prince Frederic 
continued to keep company till the 
rth of November, when fhe. again 
made fignals of diftress ; and, it being 
moderate weather, the Dolphin and 
Swallow eafed her of part of her ftores, 
relieved the men who had been fent on 
board before, and endeavoured, but in 
vain, to ftop the leak. 

On the 29th of O€tober, in the night; 
they obferved a globe of fire to the 
north.eaft, which flew off ina dire& 
line to the fuuth-weft, and in its paf= 
fage illuminated the decks as if it had 
been noon-day. 

From this time till the 16th of Dea 
cember they continued their courfe, 
when, entering the Sreights’? mouth, 


_ they all came to an anchor in a bay a 


little to the fouthward of Cape Virgin 


- Mary; where they were immediately 


accofted by a whole troop of Patagos 
nians,,who made figns for them to 
come on fhore. 

The Captain, having made previous 
difpofitions for the fecurity of his-men 
in cafe of ah attack, manned all the 
boats belonging’ to the three fhips, and 
with a party of marines landed on the 
beach where thofé giants had affembled. 

The commanders of the three firips, 
arid moft of their officers, were of this 
party. On their leaping a thore, the 
Indians feemed to welcome them ; and, 
being by figns defired to retreat, they 
all’ fell back, and made room: for the 
marines to form. When they were 
drawn up, Capt. Wallis advanced, and 


“by figns direéted the Indians to feat 


themielves in a femicircle, which they. 
readily underftood and obeyed. He 
then diftributed among them knives, 
{ciffars, buttons, beads, combs,- and 
particularly ribbands, with which he 
complimented the women, who re- 
ceived them with a mixiure of pleafure. 
and refpe&t. He then gave them to 
underftand, that he had ft.1l more va- 
luable articles to beftow, and fhewed 
them axes and bill-hooks ; but, at the 
fame tine, pointed to fome appre 
an 
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and oftriches, intimating that he ex- 
pected fome of thofe in return: but 
they either did not, or would not, under- 
ftand him; fo that no traffic took place. 
The whole company that were af- 
fembled on this occafion had each a 
horfe with a faddle and bridle. The 
faddle had a fort of ftirrups, and the 
bridle was made of thongs of leather 
very well put together for the purpofe 
of guiding the horfes. The women, 
as well as the men, rode aftride. The 
men, in general, wore each a wooden 
fpur; but one of them had a large 
pair of Spanifh fpurs, brafs flirrups, 
and a Spanifh fcymetar. Their horfes 
were nimble and fpirited, but fmall in 
proportion to their riders, feemingly 
not above t4 hands high. Their dogs 
were of the Spanifh breed. 
TheCaptain, having purpofely pro- 
vided himfelf with meafuring rods, 
found that the talleft man among them 
meafured only fix feet feven inches high: 
feveral were within an inch or two as 
tall; but the ordinary fize was from 
five feet ten inches to fix feet. 
__ Itis pity that none of our voyagers 
thought of meafuring the whole fize 
of one of thofe giganticmen. They 


teli us, indeed, that they are well 
made, that they are proportionably 


Jarge, and that they are robuft and 
boney ; but they give us no critesion 
to judge of their bulk, nor one in- 
ftance of their extraordinary ftrength. 
As they are reprefented not only peace- 
able, but remarkably traétable, fome 
trials might have been made of the 
weight they could have lifted, and how 
- ‘much they could exceed in that refpeét 
the ftrongeft man in the thips. This, 
in a great meafure, would have deter- 
mined the point, which is yet left 
doubtful by the different relations that 
‘are given by the different voyagers 
whe have feen thefe people, no two of 
them agre¢ing in the fame defcription. 
All agree, however, that their hair 
is black, and harth. like briftles ; that 
they are of a dark-copper colour, and 
that their features are rather handfome 
than ugly ; that they cloath themfelves 
decently with the tkins of guanicoes; 
that they paint themfelves varioufly ; 
and there is reafon to fulpeé&t, that by 
that variety they diftinguify their tribes. 
Thofe feen by Commodore Byron were 
painted round both eyes, no two of 
them alike ; thofe feen by Capt. Wallis 
had only a red circle round the left 
eye; and thofe feen by Bougainville 
had no civcle round the eyes, but had 


. 
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their cheeks painted red. This may 
account for the different reports of 
voyagers concerning their ftature: it 
is not impoffible, nay, it is very pro- 
bable, that they may vary in this par- 
ticular, according to their tribes; as 
is feen in the Highlands of Scotland, 
where one clan of the Campbells is 
rematkably tall, and another of the 


. Frafers remarkably thort.. Were it not 


for fome fuch natural difcrimination, 
there could not be'fo wide a difference 
in the defcriptions of gentlemen, who, 
having no ends to ferve either in fal- 
fifying one another's reports, or in 
unpoling upon the public, can not be 
fappofed to miftake wilfully. 

But to return: — One remarkable 
obfervation made by our voyagers mult 
not be emitted ; and that is, that, tho* 
our people could diftinguifh but one 
word of their language, which the 
Englith pronounce Cheavow, and the 
French Shawa, yet the Patagonians 
could repeat whole fentences after our 
men more diftin&tly than almoft any 
European foreigner of what nation fo- 
ever. This appears the more fingu‘ar, 
as, among the iflanders between the 
Tropics, it was hardly poffible to make 
them articulate any of our words. Syd- 
ney Parkinfon, in a fpecimen he has 
given ws, fays, that, tho’ the Englifh 
remained at Otahitee three months, the 
neareft the natives could approach the 
found of Copke was Toote; Banks, O- 
pane; Solander, Tolano; Gore, To- 
awara ; Monkhoufe, Mata; and fo of 
the reft: whereas the Patagonians pre- 
fently got by heart this fentence of in- 
vitation, Come a-Jfhore, Englifhmen! 
which they fhewed they well under- 
ftood, by repeating it afterwards when- - 
ever the fhips came fo near the fhore 
as to be within call. 

Another very remarkable particular 
is, that they had none of the charaéters 
of a ferocious people; there was no 
offenfive weapon among them, except 
the feymetar already mentioned. The 
men, indeed, had a kind of fling, 
which they ufe in huntipg, confifting 
of two round ftones of about a pound 
weight each, conneéted together by a 
thong. Thefe ftones were faftened to 
the extremities of the thong; and, 
when they throw them, they bold one 
ftone in the hand, and (wung the other 
about the head. “ They are fo ex- 
pert in the management of this double- 
headed foot, (fays the Writer of the 
Voyage) that they avill bit a mark 
NOT BIGGER THAN A SHILLING 

awith 
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with BOTH THESE STONES, at the 
diftancesof fifteen yards; but their 
method of availing themfelves of their 
dexterity againft the guanicoe and of- 
trich is, to fling the ftones fo as to 
entangle their legs, by which means 
they are retarded in their flight, and 
eafily overtaken. Bougainville fpeaks 
of thefe flings as common among other 
Indian nations in South America; but 
we do not rémember to have feen 
this affertion confirmed by any other 
voyager. 

Thefe people certainly drefs diffe- 
rently as well as paint differently ; for 
the drefs defcribed by Bougainville is 
very unlike the drefs of thofe feen by 
the Englith voyagers. hee 

Capt. Wallis invited fome of them 
on board his thip: but, among all 
the wonders that were fhewn them, 
none feemed to attraét their notice fo 
much as the looking - glaffes: they 
looked in the glaffes and at each o- 
ther; they laughed and gazed, and 
gazed again and laughed; in fhort, 
there was no end to their merriment; 
when im poffeffion of this article of cu- 
riofity. They'eat whatever was given 
them, but would drink nothing but 
water, In this they differ from ali 
the tribes of Indians in North Ame- 
rica, who are immoderately fond of 
fpirituous liquors. They admired the 
European theep, hogs, and poultry ; 
but did not feem over-defirous of any 
thing they faw, except cloaths. When 
the marines were exercifed to entertain 
them, they appeared difconcerted ; an 
old man among them made figns, by 
friking his breaft, and tumbling down 
and lying as if he had been dead up- 
on deck, that he knew the effe& of 
their guns ; and none of them feemed 
eafy till the firing was over, When 
the Captain had fatisfied his own cu- 
riofity, and, as he imagined, theirs, 
he gave them to underftand that he 
was going to fail, and that they muft 
depart, which they were very unwilling 

‘todo. However, having given each 
ef them a canvas bag, with fome 
needles ready threaded, a knife, a pair 
of fciffars, a few beads, a comb, and 
a looking - glafs, he difmiffed them, 
with great reluétance on their part, 
particularly on that of the old man’s, 
who by very fignificant figns exprefled 
his defire to tay till fun. fet. 

About noon they weighed ancher, 
and purfued their paffage through the 
Streights. All this day the Indians 
kept in fight, and diverted the voyagers 


with chafing guanicoes on ‘the hills; 
but, being eagerly purfued by the 
huntfmen, thefe creatures did not long 
remain in view. 

Next day, being over-againtt the 
{pot where Commedore Byron held the 
converfation with the tall men, Capt. 
Wallis ordered the boats of the Swal- 
low and ftore-fhip to ftand in for the 
fho-e: they did fo, and lay upon their 
oais, when many of thofe whom they. 
had feen the day before came up, and 
with voices united made the rocks ring 
with Englifbmen, come on foore! but, 
as no new objedts prefented themfelves, 
the officers in the boats*threw fome 
trinkets among them, and departed. 
Thofe who had been on board before, ” 
as well as many others, begged hard 
to be taken on board, but in vain. 

Gn the 25th, bemg Chriftmas-day, 
the fhips anchored under Elizabeth's 
ifland, where the furgeon and fome 
men landed, and brought great, quan= 
tities of celery on board, which, being 
boiled with wheat and portable foup, 
made a wholefome breakfaft for the 
crews as long as it lafted, 

On the 26th they anchored in Port 
Famine, of which Commodore Byron 
has given a very flattering defcription. 
Here they landed and pitched their 
tents, put their fick on fhore, and e- 
rected a forge to repair the iron-work 
of the thips; fet the coopers to work 
to feafon and fit up the empty catks 5 
and ordered a mate and ten men to 
wath and to fillthem. They alfo fent 
wooders to fell timber for Port Eg- 
mont; and, as no timber grows in 
the Falklands, Capt. Wallis caufed 
fome thoufands of young trees to be 
grubbed up-with the roots, and packed 
6n board the ftore-fhip as a prefent to 
the commanding officer. While ali 
this was doing, the ftore- fhip was un- 
laden ; and, the Dolphin having taken 
twelve months falt provifions on board, - 
and the Swallow ten, two fick feamen 
from the Dolphin were added to the 
complement of the ftore-fhip, and fhe 
was ordered to touch at Port Egmont 
in her way home. 

On the 17th of January the took 
her departure, ; and on the sgth the 
Dolphin and Swallow purfued their - 
voyage, 

On the 22d, Cape Gallant and Cape 
Holland being nearly in one, they met 
with an uncommon tide, that rendered 
it impoffible to keep the fhips heads 
fteady to any point. : 

On the 23d they anchored ina bey 

jure. 
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jut under Cape Gallant,the moft com- 
modijous harbour for thipping of any 
they had yet feen in the Streights. 
Here they caught no fith, but killed 
an incredible number of wild-ducks, 
which fupplied the crews in their ftead. 
Before they departed, the mafter of the 
Swallow, having afcended one of the 
highef{t rocks on the fhore, ere&ted a 
‘monument, and on it placed a bottle, 
in which was enclofed a new fhilling, 
and a label with the fhip’s name and 
date of the year. 

They were now arrived at the dreary 
and turbulent part of the Streights, 

_ where rock was heaped upon rock, and 
¢rag upon crag, and where the Sea 
Seemed to contend with the Land to 
cover the deformities of Nature under 
her billows. 

On the 28th, the Swallow, having 
anchored in Elizabeth's bay, was with 
difficulty faved-from fplitiing againft 
the rocks. 

On the 29th, a party of Indians 
os been obferved advancing and 
aughing very loud, a-party froim-the 
fhips went to meet them, and thook 
hands with them; but they flunk fo 
abominably, having rotten flefh about 
them, which they ezt raw, that the 
men were not over-fond of their falute. 
They were, however, very friendly, 
and very willing to become acquainted. 
They were of middling ftature, thi- 
yered with cold tho’ in the height of 
fummer, and, toall human appearance, 
were the moft deplorable race of men 
exifting in. the uniyerfe: yet they 
feemed by no means difcontented ; for 
when they were admitted on board, the 
fight of thofe conveniences with which 
ashe Europeans abounded, produced in 
them neither joy nor grief; they be- 
held every thing they faw with a kind 
of ftupid indifference ; and, when they 

-quitted the thips, in which there were 

many articles of European jewellery 
likely enough to excite curiofity and 
to gratify it, yet they paddled away 
without ever cafting their eyes behind 
them. What moft aftonifhe.i them was 
the looking-glaffes ; they looked be- 
fore and behind them ; and when they 
laughed, fceing their rfleled images 
laugh, after they had recovered from 
their firt furprize, they became, like 

_ the Patagonians, immoderately merry. 

Having affzmbled, to the number of 
forty, on fhore, they made a fire, and 
Capt. Wallis, with fome officers, paid 
them a vifit. They faw them devour 
their Acth-meat in a beaftly manner 
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without dreffing, and living fith with- 
out opening or cleanfing. ‘They, not- 
withftanding, difcovered much affec- 
tion for their children, and were very 
careful to preferve the chafity of their 
women ; they fuffered none of them 
to come aboard, tho’ they would have 
been in no danger from the meaneft 
failor. The Captain diftiibuted fome 
trifles among them, which they received 
as children do play- things ; they looked 
at them a-while, and threw them by. 
They were, however, fenfible of the 
benefit of cloaths, and would fain have 
parted with their arms, which .was the 
only thing they hid of any value, in 
exchange for jackets, trowfers, and. 
fhoes. They offered fome mundic, 
which they made figns they gathered 
from the mountains, whcre it is ‘pro-. 
bable there may be mines of value. 
They were the fame kind” of people 
that were feen by Byron and Bougain- 
ville. Their arms were bows, with 
atrows and javelins headed with flint, 
in the ufe of which they were very 
expert. 

Their menner of kindling their fires 
was very different from that of the 
iflanders between the Tropics ; for, in- 
fiead of friétion by wood, they ftruck 
a flint againft a picce of mundic, and 
by holding dry mofs, or fome other 
combuftible, underneath, they caught 
the fparks, ‘This done, by waving 
brifkly about in the air whatever was 
thus ignited, a flame was prefently pro- 
duced ; and having every-where plenty 
of wood, their fires were foon kindled, 
and caft a great heat. Their huts are 
pracsally formed under the fhelter of 

ills, in thickets, or in caverns, and 
near {ome river or running ftream. As 
they-drink nothing but water, they are 
careful to be well fupplied with that 
element. 

It is not eafy to conceive by what 
contrivance they are enabled to point 
their arrows and javelins, the ftones, 
of which the heads of them are com- 
pofed, being cut with fufficient .fkiil. . 

Bougainville, who had feveral in- 
terviews with thefe people, gives them 
the name of Pecherais, from their often 
repeating that word. He thinks they. 
are fuperftitious ; that they. believe in 
evil genii ; and that they have impoftors 
among them, who pretend to influence 
thofe {pirits, and who praétife both as 
prietts and phyficians. He grounds 
his opinion on the foliowing incident : 
Being detained in Port- Gallant bay 
by contrary winds and tempcftuous 

weather, 








weather, fome of thefe Pecherais, with 
whom his people had condefcended to 
form an acquaintance on fhore, had 
dreffed themfelves to return the vifit ; 
and when they came on board, it was 
obferved, that they had new painted 
their faces and arms, and that the fkins 
with which they were cloathed were 
of the better fort. Having been made 
to eat and to drink, and prefented with 
fome trifling toys, they began to fing 
und to dance, and to thew more ex- 
preflive tokens of mirth than the 
Frenchmen expeéted from favages, 
whofe ordinary deportment is gene- 
rally grave. 

Their joy, however, was but of 
fhort duration. A lad,-about twelve 
years of age, the only one among 
them whofe comelinefs atiraéted their 
attention, was all at onee feized with 
a fpitting of bloods attended with vio- 
Jent convulfions. The unhappy youth 
had been on board the Etoile, where, 
among other things, they had given 
him fome bits of glafs and chryftal, 
not fufpeéting the confequence. The 
favages have a cuftom of ftuffing pieces 
of talc into their throat and noftrils, 
probably as a charm againft fome ma- 
lignaney which they may be taught 
from their infancy to dread. The boy 
had certainly applied the pieces of glafs 
to this ufe, and had fuffered fome bits 
of it to pafs down his throat; for his 
mouth and palate were cut in feveral 
places, and the blood came from his 
mouth very freely. This accident filled 
the Pecherais with confternation and 
miftruft. They ce.tainly fufpected foul 
play, and fent inftantly for their con- 
jurer to come to the child's relief, 
The firft thing he did was to ftrip him 
of a jacket that had been given him, 
and to return it to the Frenchmen 
who ftood by: but they refufing it, 
he threw it at their feet; which one 
of the Pecherais obferving, who, as 
Bougainville remarks, loved jackets 
more than he feared inchantments, 
made free to take it up, 

The conjurer then aced the patient 
flat upon his back, and, kneeling down 
before him, with his head and hands 
moulded his belly with all his might, 
making at the fame time a hideous 
noife without articulating a fingle word. 
Every now and then he Hifted himfelf 
up, and, feeming as if he grafped the 
evil fpirit in hts double fits he fuddenly 
opened his hands, and with a blaft 
from his mouth difcharged him in the 
air. During theft rites, an eld wo- 
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man, all bathed in tears, came ‘and 
howled in the poor child's ear, who 


appeared to fufter more from the re- . 


medy than from the diforder, The 
corjurer at length gave him fome ref- 
pite, in order to go for his conjuring- 
drefs. It was not long, however, be- 
fore he returned, with his hair pow- 
dered, and his head dreffed out with 
two white wings like thofe on Mer- 
cury’s cap, oben he again went to 
work with more confidence, but no 
better fuccefs than before; and the 
child feeming to grow worfé, the French 
chaplain fnatched an. opportunity flily 
to baptize him. 
In the mean time, Bongainville, 
‘being made acquainted with what had 
happened, took his {urgeon-major .a- 
long with him, and went a - thore. 
They ordered the child fome milk and 
gruel, which the furgeon had brought 
rom the fhip ; but it was with diffi- 
culty that the old-wizard would fuffer 
the child to tafte any of it. By this 
time another covjurer had joined the 
firt, and they both renewed the tor- 
tures which had before been prattifed 
upon the patient, with fome additional 
incantations, the meaning of which 
the Frenchmen did not comprehend ; 
but all without effe&t.. The grief of 
the parents, their tears, lamentations, 
and howlings, were infallible indica- 


tions of their exquifite feelings on this - 


mournful occafion ; and there is rea~ 
fon to believe; from the affecting be- 
haviour of thefe fimple or that 
they are not fo deftitute of the tender 
paffions as voyagers are apt to repre. 
fent them. As night came on, Bou- 
gainville and the furgeon returned on 
board, 

About two next morning the moft 
horrible ‘yellings were heard from the 
fhore ; and at day-break, though the 
weather was.as tempeftuous as can be 
conceived, the favages all fled away as 
from a place polluted by death ; and as 
from a people whofe malignant eyes 
they might probably be taught to be.» 
lieve could infeé&t them with difeafes, 
and by witchcraft deftroy them all. 

Bougainville takes notice that one, 
of the conjurers fuffered his furgeon 
jut to peep into his bag, in-which was 
contained his cap and feather, fome 
white powder, and the implements o: 
his art; but that the inftant the wizard 
opened it, he clofed it again, not 
being willing to _fuffer him too nearly 
to examine the contents,———To return 
to our voyagers, 

On 
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On the 4th of February, Captain 
‘Wallis, after caufing Jerome's Bay to 


‘be founded, went himfelf and examined 


Batchelor’s siver; where pafling the 
bar, he beheld on the Welt fide a ca- 
taract of a moft altenifsing appear- 
ance, precipitated fiom mountains of a 
ftupendous height, rolling over rocks 
for a confiderable defcent, and then 
tumbling all at once with a perpendi- 
cular fall mau:y hundred yards. 

Contrary winds detained the thipsin 
York road till the 19th, when the 
Dolphin, attempting to fail, was preci- 
pitated by the currents fo near the 
cliffs, that the crew had abandoned 
themfelves to defpair, their utmot 
efforts by towing and working the thip 
proving ineficual, till opening St. 
David's found, another current came 
rufhing in upon them, and drove them 
to the middie of the channel the very 
moment they expeéted to be dafhed in 
a thouland pieces. The Swaliow, being 
on the oppolite fhore, knew nothing of 
the Dolphin’s danger till it was paft: 
and fcarcely was one difafter efcaped, 
when another equally terrifying fuc- 
ceeded ; for on the 2otha _husricane 
came on, which blew wjth fuch vio- 
Jence, that, though app:ized of its ap- 
proach, and every precaution had been 
taken to fteady the fhip, the fea broke 
from the forecaftle in upon the quarter- 
deck, and fpread a general confterna- 
tion throughout the crew. 

Next day, when the ftorm abated, 
the Captain fent out his boat to know 
how it had fared with the Swallow : 
when the boat returned, the officer on 
boaid reported, that the Swallow being 
an the lee had f{carce felt the ftorm 5 
but that the had well nigh been ca 
away by the currents, and that fhe 
fteered fo badly, that the could be of 
very little ufe in the profecution of the 
voyage; and, therefore, Capt. Carteret 
was defirous of knowing what was beft 
to be done for the fervice in fo critical 
a fituation. He was told, that, as the 
Lords of the Admiralty had ordered 
the Swallow to continue the expedition, 
‘Capt. Wallis had no authority to dif- 
penfe with her’attendance; and that, 
as long as the could fwim, the mut 
accompany the Dolphin, who would 
give her every poffible aflittance. 

With this meffage the Swallow was 
forced to comply ; and, though the 
profpeft from the mountains of defola- 
tion that appear above the clouds in this 
horiible region, was the moft unpro- 
miing that ever was beheld, and the 
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perils that every-where furrounded her 
fuch as no man on board ever thougkt 
to efcape, yet Capt. Carteret deter- 
mined to obey the orders of his fupe- 
riors, or perith in the attempt. 


At this time the Dolphin was at- 


anchor.in Butler’s-Bay, and the Swal- 
low in Ifland-Bay, at two leagues 
diftance on the oppofite fide. Here they 
remained eight days, and employed the 
men in catclring filh, and repai:ing the 
rigging, and in recovering by exercife 
the ule of their limbs, which had been 
nummed by the intenfe cold, and by 
too long confinement under hatches 
during the perpetual tempefts that had 
rendered ftanding on the decks utterly 
impraéticable. 

On the 1ft of March the Swallow 
ventured to fail, and the fame day the 
Dolphin followed. Next day they 
were beth in danger of thipw:eck : 
but on the 3d and 4th their deliverance 
was miraculous ; for the blafts that 
fucceeded each other almoft inceffant- 
ly brought fuch theets of water from 
the ocean, that one fhip thought it 
impoflible for the other to ride ont the 
ftorm ; and it was four days before a 
boat could pafs to learn each others 
fate. The fufferings of the failors dur- 
ing this dreadful interval were almoft 
incredible : the crews of both thips 
were three days and as many nights 
upon deck, the weather intenfely cold, 
and their cloaths never dry; yet nota 
man fell fick, being afterwards com- 
fortably fupplied with warm jackets, 
which the Commodore caufd to be 
made of woolen cloth, and of which 
every man on board both fhips, the 
officers themfelves not excepted, had 
one. 

Happy it was that the Swallow, foon 
after the ftorm fubfided, difcovered one 
of the fineft harbours in the Streights, 
which on account of the fortunate dic 
covery was called Swallow Harbour. 

In this harbour both thips refitted 
and refrefhed; and on the 16th they 
weighed to purfue their voyage ; but 
on the 28th were forced to moor their 
fhips in a bay near Cape Upright. 
Here they received-a vifit from fome 
natives, who feemed, if poffible, a 
more miferable race of wretches than 
any they had yet feen; they were of 
a low ftature, ftunk abominably, fived 


‘upon rotten feals flefh, and devoured 


whatever provifions they caught raw. 
A fith, given to one of them by a fai 
lor, the favage fnapt by the gills, 
and devoured it, as a hark does @ 

dolphin, 
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dolphin, bones, entrails and all, Their 
arms were pointed with bone, and their 
canoes the worft conftruéted of any 
feen during the whole voyage. ‘Their 
cloathing was a feal-fkin thrown light- 
ly over them, and, when embaiked, 
they rowed naked. They had all fore 
eyes; one of them had a kind of an 
iron chiffel, which was probably the 
gift of fome Europem adventurer ; the 
others were armed with bows and jave- 
lins. About 30 failors, having chofen 
to fleep on fhore, were jurprized in the 
night by a company of thefe favages, 
who came to pilfer their boats; but, 
being oppofeds they fled precipitately, 
and took fhelter in their canoes, where 
they armed, and ftood on the defenfive ; 
but no violence being offered, and 
fome fcw baubles prefented to them, a 
perfect reconciliation was foon. elta- 
blithed, and they continued friends 
while the thips remained. It fhould 
feem, tliat, in the neighbourliood of 
Cape Upright, the favages are more 
numerous than in any other part of 
the Stieights, as, during the ftormy 
weather, while the fhips lay wind- 
bound, they were every day vifited by 
troops of them, to whom the Captains 
gave toys, and to fome hatchets and 
knives, in exchange for birds called 
Race-horfes, Here a remarkable in- 
cident happened, which marked the 
character of thefe Indians; for, while 
fome of the men were on board, the 
thip’s beat had occafion to row to fhore, 
and there being fome women gathering 
mufcles on the beach, the Indians 
took the alarm, jumped fuddenly into 
their canoes, and with loud vocifera- 


tion purfued the boat, and neared it at © 


a great rate.’ To calm their apprehen- 
fions, and to learn the caufe of their 
diftrefs, the boat’s crew lay upon their 
oars, tolet them come up; but, without 
fiopping to parley, they continued 
their rout, alarmed their women, who 
haftily fled, and were followed by the 
men, after landing and hauling their 
canoes fafe upon the beach. Perhaps 
this incident does not mark their jva- 
Jouly fo much as their timidity; they 
might fear being deprived of their 
women, though under no concern 
about their ‘ehaftity ; as they might 
dread the lofs of their children, without 
being at all apprehenfive of their fu- 
ture proftitution. 

In this tedious bufinefs of anchoring 
and weighing, they continued employ- 
ed till Friday the roth of April, when 
with.an ealy bieezz both fhips fet fail 


for the Streights mouth ; but the Swat- 
low, as has been faid, being a bad taifor, 
loft fight of the Dolphin in the night of 
the z2th, and never faw her afterwards 
till her return toEngland. The Dol- 
phin cleased the Streights on the morn . 
ing of the 12th, and entered the Paci« 
fic Ocean after a paffage of near four. 
months.

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Ramfay. The favowers of Dr. Clarke's — 


opinions will, perhaps, fay, that they 
give no cridit to thofe teftimonies ; but 
ether people are at full liberty to fay 
the fame of Mr. Clarke's letter: 
though I muft do him the juftice to 
acknowledge, that, by J. N."s account 
of that letter (fcr I never faw it), he 
oes not there deny the fact ; he only 
fays, that be bas not the leaft reafon to 
bélieve that bis fa:t.~ ever retrafed 
bis fentiments; which «ixounts to no 
more than that be does not know that 
be did it: but this is a very different 
thing from faying, be knows that be 
did NOT do tt. 1 know much may be 
faid of the probability of his telling his 
fon, if he had done it ; but probabili- 
ties prove nothing. After all, that 
paflage in Mr. Clarke's letter can refer 
only to the death-bed retraflation a- 
bove mentioned ; for it is notorioufly 
known to all the world, that Dr.Clarke 
did, in his life time, make a public re- 
cantation of bis opinions before the con- 
wocation, which recantation 1 have 
feen in print ; and, if he did recant, the 
time of his doing it is not very mate- 
rial : I hope he did it with great fin- 
cerity, and the:efore am willing to 
believe that his defign in revifing his 
book upon the Trinity, in order to his 
publifoing another edition of it, was to 
correct thofe paflages in it which had 
given offence; for I cannot conceive 
that any man can aét fo inconfiftently, 
as to republifh opinions which he had 
publicly recanted, without fome alle- 
aiating explanations. Arius, indeed, 
~aéted thus by the Council of Nice ; but 
I will not fuppofe that Dr. Clarke in- 
tended to follow his «example; if he 
did, he wasa worfe man than ever I 
took him to be. I never faw the third 
edition of that book ; but nothing can 
be concluded from the poflhumous 
publication of a book Jeft unfinithed 
by its author, as, I take it for granted, 
this revifal was, or the Door 
would have publifhed it bimfelf. 

Your correfpondent J. N. does me 
great injuftice in another point, relating 
to the word yiswe: he charges me 
with faying that I do not recolle& that 
the Greek word yiswa is ufed in the 
New Teftament, except in St. Mat- 
thew"s Gofpel. I will go farther than 
this, for I affert that no fuch Greek 
word is ufed in the New Teftament at 
all; it is a Hebrew word, as ail his 
Greek lexicons will thew him : and my 
argument refts entively upon my affer- 


tion that it is a Hebrew, not'a Greek 
word. Iam a layman, and not at all 
verfed in the technical books of divines ; 
I do not deal in cncordances, but 
wrote from memory, and thérefore 
faid, I do not recolleé, Gc. I beg 
leave to return my thanks to J. N. for 
his obliging references to the other 
places where the word is ufed, as well 
as to thoie where the word Qdy¢ is ufed 
in St. Matthew's Gofpel : but thefe 
make no difference in my argument ; 
they only prove, that both the Apoftles 
and the Greck tranflaior of St. Mat- 
thew’s gofpel, fometimes . ufed the 
original Hebrew word, and fometimes 
the correfponding Greek one. That 
thefe words do correfpond in their 
meaning, is wee from J. N’s owncon- 
ceflion; for he acknowledges, that the 
avriters of the New Teflament ufed the 


word yiewe for Hell, or the place of 


torment by fre. But on whom, or on 
what, 4@re thole torments to. be infliét- 
ed? Moft certainly, on the fouls of 
wicked men. If fo, yéena is the name 
of the place appojnted for their punith- 
ment. 

As tothe Greek word 2dy5, I fuppofe 
that the Apoftles underttood it in the 
fame manner that the Greeks did; and, 
if the Greeks did not mean by it the 
place appointed for the torment of 
wicked men after death, I fhould be 
glad to know what name J. N. will 
give to the place where Prometheus, 
Ixion, Gc. were {aid by them to be 
punithed. J nuft leave it to him to re- 
concile his not believing that the Apofiles 
meaned Hell with his conceffion above 
mentioned. I confefs I cannot do it. 

After what has been faid, I think _ 
J. N. can no longer doubt that the 
Hebrew word yiewa, and the Greek 
one adn, do, in their refpective 
languages, fignify the fame thing, 
namely, the place appcinted for the 
punifhment of the wicked after death ; 
which is all that lever attempted to 
prove. Where, or what that place is, 
is no part of the prefent queftion. 

Lord King’s Critical Hiftory of the 
Apofile’s Creed is wndoubtediy, a work 
of great learning, and I often read it 
with much pleafure and fatisfaétion ; 
but, as tothe separate flate of departed 
fouls, we nove of us know any thing 
about it: and all that is wrote or faid 
upon that fubject is mere buman con- 
jeGiure, and tofuch conjefures 1 pay 
no regard, whether they come from 
Lord King, or from any body elfe.

As foon as the Refpondent has finifh- 
ed his thefis, which generally takes 
ten minutes in the reading, the Mode- 
rator calls upon the firft Opponent to 
appear. He immediately .aicends a 
roftrum oppolite to the Refpondent, and 
propofes his arguments againit the 
queltions in fyllogiftical form. 

Eight arguments, each confitting of 
three or four fyllogifms, are brought 
up by the firft Opponent, five by the 
fecond, and three by the third. 

When the exercife has for fome time 
been carried on according to the ftri& 
rules of logic, the difputation infen- 
fibly flides into free and unconfined 
debate: the Moderator in the mean 
time explaining the argument of the 
opponent, when neceflary ; weitraining 
both parties from wandering from the 
fubjeét ; and frequently adding at the 
clofe of each argument his own deter- 
mination upon the point in di/pute. 

Thefe exercifes are improvinz ; and 
are often performed with great- {pirit. 
But many perfons of good judgment, 
ebferving with pain the unciaflical 
Latin, frequently uttered by the 


ftudent upon thefe occafions, have 
maintained, that the knowledge of 
that language is not promoted by the 
prefent method of difputation; and 
have delivered it as their opinion, that 
thefe exercifes fhould be held in Eng- 
lith, in order to their abfolute per- 
feétion. 

The three Opponents, having in their 
turns exhaufted their whole ftock of 
arguments, are difmiffed by the Mode-. 
rator in their order, with fuch a com- 
pliment, as in his.eftimation they de- 
ferve: and the exercife clofes with the 
difmiffion of the Refpondent in a fimilar 
manner, 

The Moderator, upon his return to 
his chambers, records the merit of the 
difputants by marks, fet oppofite to 
their refpeétive names. 

This exercife, with the preparation 
for the fubfequent examination in Ja- 
nuary, appears to be fufficient employ- 
ment for the laft year; and the ap- 
prehenfion of it is fo alarming, that 
the ftudent, after two years and a 
quartec’s refidence, during which time 
no proof whatever of his proficiency is 
required, frequently feeks to avoid the 
difficulty or difgrace, by commencing 
fellow-commoner, or by declaring his 
intention of proceeding in civil law, 

Thefe exercifes being duly perform- 
ed, the Vice-Chancellor appoints three 
days, in the beginning of the January 
term, for the examination of the 
Queflionifis : this being the appellation 
of the ftudents: during the laft fix 
weeks of their preparation, __ 

The Moderators, fome days before 
the arrival of the time prefcribed by the 
Vice-Chancellor, meet for the purpofe 
of forming the ftudents into divifions of 
fix, eight, or ten, according to their 
performance in the {chools, with a 
view to the enfuing examination. 

Upon the firft of the appointed days, 
at eight o’clock in the morning,. the 
ftudents enter the Senate-Houfe, pre- 
ceded by a Mafter of Arts from each 
college, who on this occafion is called 
the Father of the college to which he 
belongs. 

After the Proétors have called over 
the names, each of the Moderators 
fends for a divifion of the ftudents : 
they fit with him round a table, with 
pens, ink, and paper before them: he 
enters upon his tafk of examination, 
and does not difmifs the fet till the 
hour is expired. This examination 
has now for fome years been held in 
the Englihh language, 
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The examination is varied according 
to the abilities of the ftudents. The 
Moderator generally begins with pro- 
pofing fome queftions from the fix 
books of Euclid, p!ane trigonometry, 
and the firft rules of algebra. If any 
perfon fails in an anfwer, the queftion 
goes to the next. From the elements 
of mathematics a tranfition is made to 
the four branches of philofophy, viz. 
mechanics, ~ hydroftatics, apparent 
aftronomy, and optics, as explained 
in the works of Cotes, Helfham, Ru- 
therferth, Keil, Long; Maclaurin, 
and Smith. If the Moderator finds 
the fet of Queftionifts, under examina- 
tion, capable of anfwering him, he 
proceeds to the eleventh and twelfth 
books of Euclid, conic feétions, fphe- 
rical trigonometry, the higher parts 
of algebra, and Sir Ifaac Newton’s 
Principia. Having clofed the philo- 
fophical examination, he fometimes 
afks a few queftions in Locke’s Effay 
on the Human Underftanding, But- 
Jer’s Analogy, or Clarke’s Attributes. 
But as the higheft academical diftinc- 
tions are invariably given to the beft 
proficients in mathematics and natural 
philofophy, a very fuperficial know- 
ledge in morality and metaphyfics will 
fuffice, 

When the divifion under examina- 
tion is one of the higher claffes, prob- 
lems are alfo propofed, with which the 
fudent retires to a diftant part of the 


Senate Houfe, and returns with his. 


folution upon paper to the Moderator, 
who at his leifure compares it with the 
folutions of other ftudents, to whom 
the fame problems have been propofed, 

The extraétion of roots, the arith- 
metic of furds, the various kinds of 
equations, as treated of in the alge- 
bra of Saunderfon and Maclaurin, to- 
gether with the doétrine of fluxions, as 
delivered by Lyons, Simpfon, Emer- 
fon, and Newton, generally form the 
fubje& matter of thefe problems, - 

When the clock firikes nine, the 
Queftionifts are difmiffed to break faft : 
they return at half paft nine, and ftay 
till eleven: they go in again at half 
pat one, and ftay till three; and lattly, 
they return at half paft three, and 
dtay till five. 

The hours of attendance are the 
fame upon the fubfequent day. 

On the third day they are finally 
difmiffed at eleven. 

Duiing the hours of attendance, 
every divifion is twice examined in 
forin, once by each of the Moderators, 
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who are engaged for the whole time in 
this employment. 

As the Queftionifts are examined in 
divifions of only fix or eight at a 
time, but a finall portion of the whole 
number is engaged at any particular 
hours with the Moderators ; and, 
therefore, if there were no farther ex- 
amination, much time would remain 
unemployed, . 

But the Moderates’s enquiry into the 
merits of the candidates forms the 
leaft material part of the examination. 

The Fathers of the refpe&ive col- 
leges, zealous for the credit of the 
focieties of which they are the guardians, 
are inceffantly empioyed in examining 
thofe filudents who appear moft likely 
to conteft the palm of glory with their 
fons. 

This part of the procefs is as follows: 

The Father of a college takes the 
ftudent of a different college afide, and, 
fomctimes for an hour and an half 
together, ftrigtly examines him in every 
part of mathematics and philofophy, 
which he profefles to have read. 

After he hath from this examination 
formed an accurate idea of the ftudent’s 
abilities and acquired knowledge, he 
makes a report of his abfolute or com- 
parative merit to the Moderators, and 
every other Father who fhall afk him 
the queftion. 

Retides the Fathers, all Mafters of 
Arts, and Do&ors, of whatever faculty 
they be, have the liberty of examining 
whom they pleafe ; and they allo 
report the event of each tral to every 
perfon who fhall make the enquiry. 

The Moderators and Farhers meet at 
breakfaft, and at dinner. From the 
variety of reports, taken in conneétion 
with their own examination, the former 
are enabled, about the clofe of the 
fccond day, fo far to fettle the compa- 
rative merits of the candidates, ds to 
agree upon the names of four-and-~ 
twenty, who to them appear moft de- 
ferving of being diftinguifhed by marks 
ef academical approbation. 

Thefe four and twenty-are recom- 
mended to the Proétors for their 
private examination, ani, if approved 
by them, and no reafon appears againft 
fuch placing of them from any tubfe- 
quent enquiry, their names are fet 
down in two divifions according to 
that order in which they deferve to 
ftand—are afterwards printed — and 
read over upon a folemn day in the 
prefence of the Vice Chancellor and the 
affembled univerfity, 
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The names of the twelve, who in 
the courfe of the examination appear 
next in defert, are alfo printed, and 
are read over in the prefence of the 
Vice - Chancellor and the affembled 
univerfity, upon a day fubfequent to 
the forme”. 

Four additional names are generally 
inferted in the former lift (which ts 
called the lift of the Wranglers and 
Senior Optime’s) atthe difcretion of the 
Vice . Chancellor, two Proétors,-and 
the fenior Regent; and the numbers 
are fometimes varied, from a regard to 
accidental circumftances. In the latter 
lift, or that of Junior Optime’s, the 
number of twelve is almoit conflanily 
adhered tos 

It is to be obferved, that no ftudent 
can be a candidate for the medals 
annually given by the Chancellor for 
the encouragement of claffical learning, 
uniefs his name appears in the former 
of thefe lifts. 

The ftudents, who appear to have 
merited neither praife nor cenfure, pafs 
unnoticed : while thofe, who have 
taken no pains to prepare themfelves 
for the examination, and have appeared 
with difcredit in. the, {chools, are 
diftinguifhed by particular tokens of 
difgrace. 

The advantages a'tendant upon this 
mode of examination are fo obvious, 
that this account of it needs no com- 
ment. Itis only to be lamented, thdt 
merit in mathematics and philofophy 
fhould be rewarded, fo much to the 
exclufion of every other kind of literary 
jmprovement. 

It may not be improper to add, 
that, ifa Fellow. commoner is candidate 
for a degree, he is excufed, for what 
yeafon I cannot jay, from the neceffity 
of performing exercife in the public 
ichools, 

Many attempts have from time to 
time been made by the Moderators to 
semove the prefent imp:rfections in 
our courfe ; but the event hath fhewn, 
that the evil in queftion can be ‘e- 
medied only by the exersion of a fupe- 
rior authority. 


Mr. URBAN,

year’s Magazine, p_418, an ac-

publications alluded to are utterly de- 
void of truth; and the public may be 
aflured, that the defcription here given 
of the battle sta in every ma- 
terial particular, with that journal, 
Sir Eyre Coote himfelf, alfo, in a late 
converfation with me, declared ** that 
** the publications before mentioned 
‘* were abfolutely falfe; that any per- 
** fon might be convinced thereof by 
‘* appealing to the Minutes of the 
** Committee of the Houfe of Com- 
** mons, when what was delivered by 
«© him on this examination was com- 
** mitted to paper.” He alfo aucho- 
rifed me publicly to declare, that ¢* he 
*¢ has, on all occafions, been ever 
*€ ready to do juflice to Lord Clive’s 
sé merit.”’

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With the fame impartiality you will 
alfo infert the following remark on the 
Figtitious Treaty: ‘* {t may be ne- 
ceffary alfo to obferve, that this Fiéti- 
tious Treaty was figned by Colonel 
Clive and all the Sele& Committee :

TH! E following account of a mof 
extraordinary perfonage being very 
little known, I imagined it may as 
agresably 
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acreeably entertain many of your 
readers, as it did, your humble fer- 
vant, J. B. 


MB: Thomas Britton, the famous 
mufical finall-coal-man, wasborn 
at or near Higham Ferrers, in North- 
amptonfhire. From thence he went 


to London, where he bound himfelf . 


apprentice to a fmall-coal-man, in St, 
John Baptift’s Street. After he had 
ferved his full time of feven years, his 
mafter gave him a fum of money not 
to fet up. Upon this he went again 
into Northampionhhire, and, after he 
had fpent his money, he returned 
to London ; fet up the fmall-coal 
trade (notwithftanding his mafter was 
till living), and, withal, he took a 
ftable, and turned it into a houfe, 
which flood the next door to the little 
gate of St. John of Jerufalem, next 
Clerkenwell. green, Some time after 
he had fettled here, he became ac- 
qutinted with Dr, Garenciers, his near 


neighbour, by which means he became ~ 


an excellent chemift: and, perhaps, 
he pe:formed fuch things in that pro- 
feflion as had never been done before, 
with little coft and charge, by the help 
of a moving elahoratory, which was 
contrived and built by himfelf, and 
much admired by a'l of that faculty 
who happeued to fee it; infomuch that 
a certain gentleman of Wales sook 
fo ftrong a liking to it, that he was at 
the expence of carrying him down into 
that country on purpofe to build him 
fuch another, which Britton pei formed 
to the gentleman’s very great fatis- 
faction, and for which he received of 
him a very handfome and generous 
gratuity. 

Befides his great tkill in chemiftry, 
he was as famous for his knowledge 
in the theory of mufic; in the prac- 
tical part of which faculty he was 
likewite very confiderable. He was 
fo much addiéted to it, that he pricked 
with his own hand (very neatly and 
accurately), and left bchind him, ava- 
luable colleétion of mufic, mottly 
pricked by himfelf, which was fold up- 
on his death for wear an hundred 
pounds; not to mention the excellent 
collegétion of. printed books * that he 
alfo Jeft behind him, both of che-

miftry and mufic. Befides thefe books 
that he left behind him, he had, fome 
years before his death, fold by auétion 
a noble colletion of bodks, moit of 
them in the Rofacrufian faculty (of 
which he was a great admirer), where- 
of there is a printed catalogue extant 
(as there is of thofe, that were fold 
after his death), which excited the 
admiration of all who faw them, par- 
ticularly for the great number of MSS. 
in the beforeementioned faculties that 
are {pecified in it. He had, moreover, 
a confiderable colle&tion of mufical in- 
ftruments, which were fold for four- 
fcore pounds after his death, which hap- 
pened in Sept. 1714, being upwards of 
threefcore years of age. He lies bu- 
ried in the church-yard of Clerkenwell, 
without monument or infcription, and 
was attended to his grave, in a very 
folemn and decent manner, by a great 
concourfe of people, efpecially of fuch 
as frequented the mufical club, that 
was kept up for many years at his own 
charges (he being of a very generous 
liberal {pirit) at his own little cell. 

He appears by the print of him (done 
fince his death) to have been a man of 
an ingenuous countenance, and of a 
fprightly temper. It alfo reprefents 
him as a comely perfon, as indeed he 
was; and withal there is a modefty ex- 
priffed in it every way agreeable to 
him. Under it are thefe. verfes, which 
may (ferve inftead of an epitaph : 


“¢ Tho’ mean thy rank, yet in thy hum- 
ble cell 

“‘ Did gentle peace and arts unpurchas’d 
dwell; ; 

“¢ Well-pleas’d, Apollo thither led his 
train, 

«¢ And mufic warbled in her fweetelt 


rain. 

* Syllenius fo, as fables tell, and Jove 

“¢ Came willing guefts to poor Philemon’s 
rove, 


“ Let ufelefs pomp behold, and blufh to 
fi

6¢ So low a ftation, fuch a liberal mind.” 


In fhort, he was ‘an extraordinary 
and very valuable man, much admired 
by the gentry, even thofe of the beft 
quality, and by all others of the more 
inferior rank, that had any regard for 
probity, fagacity, diligence, and humi- 
lity. So remarkable was he for this 


Jatt virtue, that, though he-was fo 


much famed for his knowledge, and 
might, therefore, have lived very repu- 
tably without his trade, yet, not think- 
ing it to be at all beneath him, he con- 
tinued it “ull the time of his death.

Archbifhop GILBERT. 


This prelate, when bithop of Salif- 
bury, had a great difpute with the 
Mayor, in regard to the feparate ju- 
rifdiétion of the city and the cathedral, 
refufing to let the mace be carried be- 
fore his Worfhip in the church pre- 
cinéts, and once having aétuaily a kind 
of {cuffle with the mace-bearer. Soon 
after, the Judge of affize (I think, 
Baron Smythe), being applied to by 
the cook, at a circuit dinner, to know 
if his Lordfhip chofe any particular 
difh, replied, ‘* No: —but, as he heard 
** the Bifhop was to dine with him, 
*¢ he defired, if there was any /oup, 
*¢ that there might be no mace tn it, 
*¢ as the Bithop did not love mace.” 


Bifhop SHERLOCK, 


On the Sunday after the news of the 
defeat of the rebels at Prefton, in 1715, 
Dr. Sherlock, then Mafier of the Tem- 
ple, preached a moft loyal revolutional 
fermon. Thofe which he had preached 
fome preceding Sundays were ‘uch as 
would not have offended the Pretender, 
if he had fucceeded. The Benchers, 
as they came out of church, commended

the fermon highly, but wifhed it had 
been preached at leaft the Sunday be- 
fore: and it was then commonly faid, 
that the battle of Prefton had convinced 
the fon, as the battle of the Boyne 
convir.ced the father, who, it is well 
known, after having diffuaded many 
of the Clergy, in 1688, who had a 
confidence in his judgment, from taking 
the oaths, took them himfelf on the laft 
day limited by a& of Parliament, and 
left his friends in the lurch. Soon after, 
handing his wife along St. Paul’s 
church-yard, ** There,” fays an arch 
bookfeller, ‘* goes Dean Sherlock with 
*¢ his reafons for taking the oaths at 
** his fingers ends.” i 


Bifhop Maddox’s daughter is mar- 
ried to the Hon, and Rev. Yames (not 
John) Yorke. 


Dr. JorTin was fome time affifant 
preacher at Lincoln’s inn Chapel for 
Bifhop Waiburton. He had no re- 
commendation to Archbifhop Herring 
but his merit. His Grace told him 
moft unexpe&tedly, at a dinner of the 
Sons of the Clergy, that the living of 
St. Dunftan’s was at his fervice ; which 
fo furprized him, that he ran inftantly 
out of the hall, and left his hat behind 





him. Eaftwell was given him by 
Lord Winchelfea, not Lord Win- 
chefler.

Of the Serpent deftroyed by Regulus.—Medicai Cafe anfwered. 43 


Mr. URBAN, — 


THE ftory of the great ferpent, that 
did fo much mifchief to the Ro- 
man army, commanded by Regulus, in 
Africa, and was at laft encountered, 
befieged, and killed by him, is fo well 
known, that, I prefume, I need not re- 
fer you to any authors concerning it. 
Much difficulty, however, attends this 
ftory. Dr. Shaw, indeed, thinks it 
was a crocadile ; thefe are his words ; 
*¢ There is no fmall probability, like- 
** wife, (as, in the earlier ages, there 
*¢ was no great propriety in the Latin 
*¢ names of animals, Trav. p. 245) 
*¢ that the dragon or ferpent, fuch-an 
*‘ one as Regulus is faid to have de- 
“¢ feated with fo much difficulty, upon 
*« the banks of the Bagradas, was no 
‘¢ other than the crocodile; for this 
‘animal alone (from the enormous 
*¢ fize to which it fometimes arrives, 
‘¢ from the almoft impenetrable quality 
*¢ of its fkin, which would hardly fub- 
‘¢ mit to the force of warlike engines) 
“¢ will beft anfwer, as none of the /er- 
‘¢ pent kind, properly fo called, will 
“ do, to that defcription *.”——- This, 
though, I doubt will not do the bufi- 
nefs: for, in the firft place, the fer- 
pent in queftion,according to Orofius f, 
and, I fuppofe, other authors whom he 
followed, was 120 feet long, treble 
or four times the fize of any crocodile 
that was ever feen or heard of: fe- 
condly, the river Bagradas was near 
Carthage, a part of Africa where cro- 
codiles are not, known, and I believe 
never were ; for I take it to be certain, 
that no river, that difembogues into 
the Mediterranean, ever afforded this 
animal, except the Nile. Mr. Bar- 


rington, I obferve, who, I make no ~ 


queftion, was well apprized of the a- 
bove opinion and conjecture of Dr. 
Shaw, calle the affair of this enor- 
mous adder, and Regulus’s proceed- 
ings in relation to it, an abfurd and 
incredible fa&}: and, to fay truth, it 
is a hard matter*to reconcile it with 
any tolerable degree of probability ; 
fe that, at laft, we muft be forced to 
acquiefce in his declaration, +

Mr. URBaN, 
] Cannot help fympathizing with your 

fair correfpondent Louifa Simfon, 
who fo-pathetically defcribes her cafe 
in the laft number of your inftruétive 
Magazine. Pleafe to inform that un- 
fortunate lady, that the lofs of the 
fenfe of fmelling and of tafte, which 
fhe laments, does not appear to be irte- 
trievable, but that there are ftill hopes 
(notwithftanding the complaiht is now 
upwards of a year ftanding) that both 
may be recovered, From the fymp- 
toms there is great reafon to bélieve, 
that a torpor is induced on the organs 
of tafte and {imelling, by an accumula- 
tion of mucous or pitrictous fluid, by 
which the guftatory. and olfaétory 
nerves are rendered in fome meafor 
paralytic. The chief intentions o 
cure are, therefore, to difburthen the 
mucous duéts and finufes, and to fti- 
mulate the torpid nerves; in order ta 
which, fhe is requefted to ufe the Bri- 
tifh-heib fnuff freely, and, if it fails to 
excite fneezing, 1-6th part of the pow- 
der of white hellebore may be mixed 
with it. The root of pellitory of 
Spain, or horfe-radith root, fhould be 
held in the mouth often. Let ker al- 
fo take a fpoonful of bruifed muftard- 
feed in a draught of rofemary tea, 
every night, and keep a fmall blifter 
open behind each ear, for the fpace of 
a month. 4 

I conclude (as no mention is made 
to the contrary) that ali the other 
funétions are duly and regularly per- 
formed.

Derence of the LuNarn METHOD 
of finding the LONGITUDE. 
THAT excellent Aftronomer Mr. 

BRADLEY, of theRojal Acade- 
my at Portfmouth, has fent us a vindi - 
cation of the Lunar method of finding 
the longitude, in anfwer to fome parts of 
the letter figned W.L. in July Ma- 

azine. It givesus great concern that 
the plan of our Magazine (viz. to fur- 
nifh a variety of fubjects) will'not al+ 
low us room to infert this paper entire. 
In abridging it, we hope we fhall do 
juttice to the argument, and give no 

offence to the aathor, 
After 
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After quoting the latter part of the 
Jetter from ovr Magazine of Joly, 
p- 332, Mr. Biadiey proceeds thus : — 
** As tothe fir part of the problem 
** (namely, finding the longi:ude), 
‘t [ fuppofe few per fans who have prac- 
‘6 tifed the Lunar method have any 
6¢ reafon to doubt but that the cos- 
*¢ puted diftances of the fun and moon, 
“‘ &c. to every three hours as put 


¢€ down in the Nautical A!manac, are 


‘¢ very exact. It appears to me that 
‘© the gentleman is not fo well acquaipt« 
“© ed with the rules given in the Regui- 
“< fite Tables, or in the Nautical Al- 
** manac for 1772, for reducing the 
6‘ apparent diftance of the fun and 
6* moon, on account of parallax and 
‘¢ refraction, to the true diftance, as he 
*¢ ought to be; as he aflerts a very 
‘¢ great improvement is made by Mr. 
6¢ Robinfon, but has not fhewa in 
¢ what refpect.”” 

Mr. Bradley then proceeds to give 
160 adual pbfervations of the diftances 
of the fun and mcon’s neareft Jimbs, 
together with the altitudes of their 
centers, taken on the platform on the 
top of the Royal Academy at Portf- 


mouth. Near 100 of thefe obferva- 
tions are difpofed into fets of 2, 3, 4, . 


and 6 in a fet, making in all 24 
fets, and the longitude of the place 
is derived from each fet, by Mr. 
Witchel’s method. The molt tit 
any one fet makes the Jongitude is 


1° 427; the lealt is o® 52%. ‘The true ~ 


longitude is 1° 6’, the latitude 50° 48%, 
Although we cannot give all the f{pe- 
cial matter in evidence, as we with ; 
yet we think enough is faid to warant 
Mr. Bradley's conclufion, ‘* That feas 
“ faring ‘gentleman will be fufficiently 
*¢ enabled from hence to judge of the 
*¢ ufefulnefs of this method, and of 
‘6 what may be expected from it when 
*¢ accurate fextants can be obtained.” 


Some Account .of ROLLING CaRTs 
' and WaGGONS, as they are now 
built by James Sharp, of Leadenhail- 
ftreet, London, according to Two 
Adis paffed the laft Seffions of Par- 
liament, for the Amendment and 
Prefervation of the public Highways 
and Turnpikesroads. (Sce the plate.) 
PPHE rollers are placed under the 
body of the cart or waggon, and 

run abreaft, or parallel, with each o- 
ther, They are true cylinders of calt 
iron, two feet diameter, and 16 inches 
broad, perfectly flat, without nails, or 
other projection, to injure the face of 
the road. The infides are filled up 
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with ftrong plank, fo as to appear, and 
have the ftrengh of, a folid roller; arid 
yet are hollow in the manner of a cafk. 

Upon a fmooth and hard furface they 
are drawn as eafily as narrow wheels ; 
and jt cannot be doubted but the fre- 
quent ufe.of them will render the roads 
both fmooth and bard. 

Theronghnefs or inequality of roads, 
occafioned by wheels too marrow, or 
broad ones not made flat, is the great 
caufe of refiftance to the cattle; and 
not frigtion, as fome have fuppofed : 


for it may be demonftrated, that, up-’ 


on the generality of roads, thefe rollers 
have lefs fri€tion upon the axis than 
larger wheels. 

Some perfons having objeéed to 
them on account of the lownefs of the 
wheels, it is neceflary to confider how 
far the objection is juft. 

It is allowed, that there are two 
advantages in high wheels, viz. their 
being levers leffening friétion upon the 
center, while they ftand perpendicular ; 
and their having a largercircumference. 

But thefe advantages are much over- 
balanced by inconveniences ; and it 
may be eafily proved, that loaded car- 
riages with low wheels will be drawn 
with greater eafe to the cattle, for the 
following reafons : 


Becaufe the great increafe of weight 


in large whecls, when applied to heavy 
carriages, is of itfelf prodigious, and 
muft always be confidered .as a: part 
of the load, fome of them weighing 
from 30 to 40 hundred weight. 

Becaufe, alfo, high wheels, though 
levers leflening friétion upon the cen- 
ter, when they ftand: perpendicularly, 
are aifo levers increafing friétion by 
lateral preflure, whenever the carriage 

* paffes upon uneven ground. And, laftly, 

Becaufe high wheels require greater 
force to pafs them over the ufual ob- 
ftacles of the road; the force of the 
animal being then applied in an hori- 
zontal direction, and great part of it 
loft in prefling againft the obitacle. 

‘Thefe circumftances confidered, the 
balance will be found in favour of 
low wheels, 

1. Bccaufe they are both lighter and 
ftronger, ? 

2. Becaufe, in general, they have 
lefs friction. 

3. Becaule lefs force is required te 
furmount the ufual obftackes of the 
road, the elevated draught being more 
sa he to the line of afcent. 

4. Becaufe the animal can really 
apply more ftreng:h to the low than 

high 
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Sharp’s Rolling Carriages recommended. ‘ 


high wheel ¥ for, the force to the low 
whcel being applied-by elevation, the 
ground ferves as’ an abutment to the 
feet of the animal, which gives him 
power to ufe his ftrength in the moft 
proper direétion, whereas, horizontally, 
he has no power of draft but what~is 
given by his weight. 

By.an att for the amendment and 
prefervation of the public highways, 
all carriages moving upon rollers of 
the breadth of fixteen inches, are al- 
lowed to be drawn with any number of 
horf-s, or other cattle. —And, 

By an a&t for regulating the turn- 
pike roads, fach waggons are allowed 
to carry cight tons in fummer, and fe- 
ven tons in winter, and may, be drawn 
with any number of horfes, or other 
cattle. 

They are alfo permitted to pafs upon 
any turnpike-road TOLL FREE, for 
the term of one year, to be computed 
from Michaelmas, 1773 3 and, after the 
expiration of the faid term, fhall pafs 
upon, any turnpike road, through any 
toil-gate or bar, for half-toli. 

This encouragement to rollers, to- 
gether with the feveral reftraints laid 
upon nine-inch as well as. narrow 
wheels, by thefe acts, make it the in- 
sereft'of every body to put their heavy 
carriages upon rollers. 

Upon the whole, both caits and wag- 
gons upon this conftruétion, are found, 

y experience, to anfwer every parpofe 
that can -be defired, even in the very 
wort of roads: they are both cheaper 
and much lighter than common‘ nine- 
inch broad wheels; they are more du- 
rable, and are fure to produce.a fmooth 
road ; and it is moft ardently withed, 
for the advantage of travellers, that 
they could be introduced into common 
uie. The Bath and Briftol carriers 
have made a beginning, which we hope 
will foon be followed by other car- 
riers, aS the greateft advantage to the 
roads and to the owners would unquef- 
tionably rcfult from the ufe of them.

RULES dy which a GREAT EMPIRE 
may be reduced t0a SMALL ONE. 

AN ancient Sage boafted, that, tho” he 

could rot fiddle, he knew how to 
make'a great city of a little one. The 
{cience that I, a modern finipleton, am 
about to communicate, is the very re~ 
verfe.. 

I addrefs myfelf to all minifters who 
have the management of extenfive do- 
minions, which from their very great- 
nefs are become troublefome to govern, 
becanfe the multiplicity of their affairs 
leaves no time for fiddling. 

I. In the firft place, gentlemen, you 
are to confider, that a great empire, tike 
a greatcake, is mofteafily diminifhed 
at the edges. Turn your attention, 
therefore, firt to your remo ft piro- 
vinces; that, as you get rid of them, 
the next may follow in order. 

II. That the peffibiliry of this fes 
paration may always exift, take fpecial 
care the provinces are never incorporat 
de with themother country ; that they do 
not enjoy the fame common rights, the 
fame privileges in commerce 5 and that 
they are governed by /everer laws, all 
of your enaéting, without. allowing 
them any fhare in the choice of the 
legiflators. By carefully making and 
preferving fuch diftinétions, you will 
(to keep to my fimile of the cake) a& 
like a wife gingerbread baker, who, to 
facilitate a divifion, cuts his dough half . 
through in thofe places, where, when 
baked, he would have it broken to pieces. 

IIE: Thefe remote provinces have 
perhaps been acquired, purchafed, or 
conquered, at the /ole expence of the 
fetilers or their anceftors, without the 
aid of the mother country. If this 
fhould happen to increafe her frrength 
by their growing nuinbers ready to join 
in her wars, her commerce by their 
growing demand for her manufaAtures, 
or her aval power by greater employ- 
ment for her fhips and feamen, they 
may probably fuppofe fome merit in 
this, and that it entitles them to fome 
favour; you are therefore to forget it 
all, or refent it-as if they had done 
If they happen to be 
zealous Whigs, friends of liberty, nur- 
tured’in revolution principles, remem 
ber all that to their prejudice, and 
refolve to punifh it; for fuch prin- 
ciples, after a revolution is thoroughly 
eftablifhed, are of no more uf, they 
are even odious and abominabie. 

IV, However peaceably your colo- 


‘nies have fubmulitted to your govern- 


ment, fhewn their affeRion to your in- 
terefts, 
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terefts, and patiently borne their grie- 
vances, you are to fuppofe them always 
inctined to revolt, and treat them ac- 
cordingly. Quarter troops amongthem, 
who by their infolence may prewoke 
the 1ifirg of mobs, and by their bul- 
Jets and bayonets /upprefs them. By 
this means, like the -hufband who ules 
his wife ill from fufpicion, your may in 
time convert your /ufpicions into. rea- 
hities. . 

V. Remote provinees muft have Go- 
wernors, and Judges, to reprefent the 
Royal Perfon, and execute every. 
where the_delegated parts of his office 
and zuthority. You minifters know, 
that much of the itieng:h of govern- 
ment depends on the opinion of the 
people; and muci ef that opinion on 
the choice of rulers placed immediately 
over th m. It youtend them wife and 
good m_n for governors, who ftucy the 
iniercft of the colenifts, and advance 
thew profoerity, they will think their 
Kinz «ife and good, and. thet he 
wifhes the welfare of his fubjects. If 
you fend them learned and upright men 
for Judges, they will think him a lover 
of juftice. This may attach your pro- 
vinces more to his government. ‘ou 
are, therefore, to be careful who you 


reccmmend for thofe offices.—If you 
can find prodigals who have ruined 
their fortunes, broken g:mefters or 
ftock-jobbers, thefe may do well as 
governors; for they will probably be 
rapacious, and provoke the people by 


their extortions. Wrangling proétors 
and pettifogging lawyers, too, are not 
amifs; for they will be for ever dif- 
puting -and quarrelling with their lit- 
tle parliaments. If withal they fhou!d 
be ignorant, wrong headed and in‘o- 
lent, fo much the better. Attornies 
clerks and Newgate folicitors will do 
for Chief-Fuflices, efpecially if they 
hold their places during your pleafure. 
And all will contribute to imprefs thofe 
ideas of your government that are pio- 
per for a people you would wih to re- 
mounce it. 

Vi. To confirm thefe impreffions, 
and ftrike them deeper, whenever the 
injured come to the et with com- 
plaints of mal-adminiftration, cppref- 
fion, or injuftice, punith fuch fuitors 
with Jong delay, enormcus expence, 
and a final judgment ih favour of the 


oppreffor. This will have an admira- ~ 


bie effet every way. The trouble of fu- 
ture complaints will be prevented, and 
. Governors and Judges. will be en- 
couraged to farther #&s of orpreffion 
and injuftice; and thence the people 


countries have been done to 
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may become more difaffected, and at 
length defperate.° 

VII. When fuch Governors have 
crammed their coffers, and made them- 
felves fo odious to the people that they 
can no longer remain among them 
in fafety to their pesfons,, recal and 
reward them with penfions. You 
may make them Bareaets, to, if that 
refpe&table order feud not think fit 
to refent it. AlJl will contribute to 
encourage new governors in, the fime 
practiccs, and make the fupieme go- 
vernment defeffable. 

VIII. If, when you are engaged. in 
war, ycur colonies should vie im libeval 
aids of men and money, againit the 
common enemy, upon ycur imple re- 
quifition, and give far beyond their 


, abilities, refleét, that a penny taken 


from them by your power is more ho- 
novrabie to yow than a peund prefent- 
ed by their benevolence. De'pite there- 
fore their voluntary grants, and res 
solve to harrafs them with ro-el taxes. 
They will probably complain. to your 
parliaments, that they are taxed bya 
body in which they have no reprefen- 
tative, and that this is contrary to come 
mon right. . They will petition for re- 
drefs. Let the Parliaments flout their 
claims, reject their petit‘ons, refufe 
even to fuffer the reading of them, and 
treat the petitioners -with the utmoft 
contempt. Nothing can have a bet- 
ter cf. in producing the alienation 
propofed ; for though many can for- 
give injuries, none ever forgave con- 

tempt. 
1X. In laying thefe taxes, never res 
gard the heavy buithens thofe remote 
people already undergo, in defending 
their own frontiers, fupporting their 
own provincial governments, making 
new roads, huilaing bridges, churches, 
and other public edifices, which in old 
our 
hands by your anceftors, but which 
occafion conftant calls and demands on 
the purfes of a new peeple. Forget the 
refraints you lay on thei trade for your 
own benefit, and the advan'age a mone- 
poly of this trade g-ves your exacting 
merchants. Think nothing of the 
wealth thofe merchants and your ma- 
nufaéturers acquire by the colony com- 
merce; thei: encreafed ability thereby 
to pay taxes at home; their accumu- 
lating, iv the price of their commodi- 
ties, moft of. thofe taxes, and fo levy 
ing them from their confuming cufto- 
mers; all this, and the em,loyment 
and fuppoit of theufands of your poor 
' ; y 
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by the colonifts, you are intirely to for- 
get. But remembcr to make your ar- 
bitrary tax more grievous to your pro- 
vinces, by public declarations import- 
ing that your power of taxing them 
has xo limits; fo that when you take 
from them without their confent one 
fhilling in the pound, you have a clear 
right to the other nineteen, ‘This will 
probably weaken every idea of fecurity 
in their property and convince them, 
that, under fuch a government, they 
have nothing they can call their own ; 
which can fcarce fail of producing the 
happieft confequences ! 

Oe SLA, indeed, fome of them 
might fiilcomfort themfelves, ard fay, 
* Though we have no property, we 

have yet fomething left that is valua- 
* ble; we have conftitution’l Jiberty 
* both of pe:fon and of confcience. 

This King, thefe Lo.ds, and thefe 
© Commons, who, it feems, are too re- 
* mote from us to know us, and fee! for 
“ us, cannot take from us our Habeas- 
* Corpus right, orou. rightof trial by a 
* Jury of our neighbours; thy cannot 
* deprive us of the exercife of our re- 
* ligion, alter our ecclefiaftical conftiiu- 
“tion, and compel us to be Papifs if 
* they pleafe, or Mahometans.” To 
annihilate this comfort, begin by laws 
to perplex their commerce with infinite 
regulations impoffible to be remember- 
ed and obferved ; ordain feizures of their 
property for every failure ; takeaway the 
‘trial of fuch property by Jury, and giveit 
to aibitrary Judges of your own appoinf- 
ing, and of the loweft char: &ers in the 
country, whofe falaries and emo!uments 
are to arife out of the duties or con- 
demnations, and whefe appointments 
are during pleafure. Then 1.1 there 
be a formal declaration of both houfs, 

that oppofitian to your edi&ts is treafox ; 
and that any perion fufpe&ted of treafon 
in thé provinces may, according to fome 
obfolcte law, be feized and fent to the 
metropolis ofthe empire for Giil; ard 
pafs an ad tat thofe there charged 
with tertain other offences fhall be Rene 
“away in chains from their friends -and 
country to be tried-in the fame manner 
‘for felony. Then ere& a new Court 
of Inguifition among them, accompa- 
nied by an armed force, with inftruc- 
tions to tranfpert all fach fulpedted 
perfons, to be ruined by the expence if 
they bring over evidences to prove 
their innocence, or be found guilty 
and hanged’ if they cannot afford it. 
And, lett the people thould think you 
_annot poflibly go. any farther, pafs 
another {yJemn declaratory aét, that 
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‘ King, Lords, and Commens had, 
© hath, and of right ou; ht to have, 
* full power and authority to make 
* flatutes of fufficient force and vali- 
‘ dity to bind the unreprefented pro- 
“vine s IN ALL CASES WH:ATSO- 
“gver. This will include /pirituat 
with temporal; and, taken together, 
mu operate wondeifully to your pur- 
pofe, by convincing them, that they 
are at piefent under a power fome- 
thiag like that fpoken of in the frip- 
tures, which cannot only &if/ their toe 
dies, but dama their fouls to all eter. 


nity, by compelling them, if it pleafes, 


to worjbip the Devil. 

XI. To make your taxes more 
odious, and more likely to procure re- 
fiftance, ferd from‘the capital a board 
of officers to fuperintend the co!ic tion, 
compofed of the mof indifcreet, ill- 
bred, and infolent, you can find. Let 
thefe have large falaries out of the ex- 
torted revenue, and live in open grating 
luxury upon the fweat and biood of the 
induftrivus, whom they are to worry 
continually with groundlefs and expen- 
five profecutions before the above-men- 
tioned arbitrary revenue Judges, alt 
at the cof of the party profecuted, tho* 
acquitted, becaufe the King is to pay no 
cofts.—Let thefe men, by your order, be ~ 
exempted fiom all the common taxes 
and bu:thens of the province, though 
they and their property are protected 
by its laws, If any :evenue officers 
‘are fufpefed of whe lerft tendernefs for 
the people, diftard them. If others 
are juitly.complained of, prote& and 
reward them. If any of the under of- 
ficers behave fo as to provoke the peo. 
ple to drub them, promo e thofe to bet- 
ter offices? this will encourage others 
to procure for themfélves fuch profi- 
table drubbings, by multiplying and 
enlarging fuch provocations, and ail 
will werk towards the end you aim at, 

XII. Another way to make your 
tax odious, is to mifapply the produce 
of it, If it was ey appro- 
priated for the defence of the provinces, 
the better fupport of government, 
and the adminiitiation of juftice where 
jt may be necefary, then apply none of 


“Gt to tha: defence, but beltow it where 


it is not necefary, in augmented fala~ 
ries or penfions to every governor who 
has diftinguihed himfelf by his enmity 


to the people, and by calumniating 


them to their fovereign. This will 
make them pay it more unwillingly, 
and be more apt to quarrel with thofe 


that collet it,* and tliof that impofcd 


it, 
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it, who will quarrel again with them, 
and all fhall conwibute to your main 
purpofe of making them weary of your 
government. 

XIII. If the people of any province 
have becn accuftomed to fupport their 
own Governors and Judges to fatisfac- 
tion, you are to apprehend that fuch 
Governors and Judges may be thereby 
influenced to treat the people kindly, 
and to do them juftice. This is ano- 
ther reafon for applying part of that 
revenue in larger falasies to fuch Go- 
vernors and Judges, given, as their 
commiffions are, during your pleafure 


only, forbidding them to take any fa- - 


laries from their provinces; that thus 
the people may no longer hope any 
kindnefs from theic Governors, or (in 
Crown cafes) any juftice from their 
Judges. And as the money thus mif- 
appiied in one province is extorted from 
all, probably all will refent the mif- 
application. 

X1V. If the parliaments of your 
provinces fhould dare to claim rights, 
or complain of your adminiftration, 
order them to be harraffed with repeated 
diffolutions. If the fame men are con- 
tinually returned by new ele&tions, ad- 
jovrn their meetings to fome country 
village where they cannot be. accom- 
modated, and there keep them during 
pleafure; for this, you know, is your 
PREROGATIVE; and an excellent one 
it is, as you may manage it, to pro- 
mote dilcontents among the people, 
diminifh their refpeé&t, and increafe 
their difaffedction. 

XV. Convert the brave honeft of- 
ficers of your navy into pimping tide- 
waiters and colony officers of the cuf- 
toms. Let thofe who, in time of war, 
fonght gallantly in. defence of the 


commerce of their countrymen, in. 


peace be taught to prey upon it. Let 
them learn to be cotrupted by great 
and. real. fmugglers; but (to thew 
their diligence) fcour with arméd boats 
every bay, harbour, river, creek, cove, 
or nook, throughout the coaft of your 
colonies; ftop and detain every coafter, 
every wood boat, every fifherman, tum- 
ble their cargoes, and even their ballaft, 
infide out, and uplide down ; and, if a 
penn’orth of pins is found un-entcred, 
Jet the whole be feized and coniifcated. 
Thus fliali the trade of your colonifts 
fuffer more from their friends in time 
of peace, than it did from their. ene- 
mics in war. Then let thefe boats 
crews land upon every farm in their 
way, rob the orchards, feal the pigs 
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and the poultry, and infult the. in- 
habitants.’ If the «injured and exaf- 
perated farmer, unable to procure 
other juice, fhould attack the agref-. . 
fors, drub them and burn their boats ; 
you are to call this high treafon and 
rebellion, order fleets and armies into 
their couniry, and threaten to carry 
all the offenders three thoufand miles 
to be hanged, drawn, and quartered, 
O! this will work admirably ! 

XVI. If you are told of difcon- 
tents in your colonies, never believe 
that they ate general, or that yéu have 
given occafion for them ; therefore, do 
not think of applying any remedy, o¢ 
of changing any offenhve meafure. 
Redrefs no grievance, left they fhould 
be encouraged to demand the redrefs 
of fome other grievance. Grant no 
requeft that is juft and reafonable, 
Jeft they fhould make another that is 
unreafonable. Take all your infor; 
mations of the ftate of the colonies 
from your Governors and officers ip 
enmity with them. Encourage and 
reward thele leafing- makers; fecrete 
their lying accufations, left they thould 
be confuted; but aé&t upon them as 
the clearcft evid.nce, and believe no- 
thing you hear from the friends of the 
people: fuppofe all their complaints 
to be invented and promoted by a few 
fa&tious dimagogues, whom if you 
could catch and hang, all would he 
quiet. Catch and hang a few of them 
accordingly ; and the blood of ihe 
Martyrs frail work miracles in favour 
of your purpofe. 

XVIT. If you fee rival nations re- 
joicing at the profpe& of your difunion 
with your provinces, and endeavouring 
to promote it; if they tranflate, pub- 
lifh and applaud all the complaints of 


‘your difcontented coloniits, at the fame 


time privately ftin-ulating you to fe- 
verer meatures; let not that alarm or 
offend you, Why fhould it? fince 
you all mean the fame thing. 

XVIIT. If any colony fhould, at 
their own charge, ere&t a forjrefs to 
fecure their port again& the fleets of 
a foreign enemy, get your Governor to 
betray that fortrefs isto your hands. 
Never think of paying what it coft the 
country, for that would /ook, at lealt, 
like fome regard for juftice; but turn 
it inte a citadel to awe the inhabitants, 
and curb their commerce. If they 
fhould have lodged An fuch fortrefs the 
very arms they bought and ufed to aid 
yau in your coaquefts, feize them all;. 
it will ‘provoke like ingratitude added: 

‘ to 
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to robbery. One admirable effe&- of 
thefe operations will be, to difcourage 
every other colony from éreéting fuch 
defences, and fo your’ enemies ma 
more eafily invade’ them, to the ‘great 
difgrace.of your government, and, of 
courie, the furtherance of your projed, 
X1X.: Send armiés into their country 
under pretence of protecting the in- 
habitants; but, inftead of garrifoni 
the forts on their frontiers’ with thofe 
troops, to prevent incurfions, demolifh 
thofe forts, and order the troops into 
the heart of the country, that the fa- 
viges may be encouraged to attack the

Laftly, inveft the General of 
your army in the provinces with great 
and unconft.tutional powers, and free 
him from the controul of even your 
own Civil Governors. Let him have 


troops enow under his command, with 


all the fortrefles in his poffeflion ; and 
who knows but (like fome provincial 
Generals in the Roman empire, and 
encowiaged by the univerfal difcontent 
you have produced) he may take it into 
his head to fet up for himfelf. 1f he 
flould, and you have carefully prag- 
tifed thefe few excellent rules o* .aine, 
take my word for it, all the provinces 
will immediately join him, and you 
will that day (if you have not done it 
fooner) get rid of the trouble of go- 
verning them, and all the plagues at- 
tending their commerce and connection, 
from thenceforth and for ever.

3772, fays, that, about feven years 
patt, Mr. William: Lucombe, an in- 
genious gardener in the environs of 
that city, fowed a parcel of acorns, 
faved from a tree of his own growth, 
of the iron or wainfcot fp<cies. When 
they firit came up, he obferved one 
amongft them that kept his leaves 
tlvowzhout the winter, to which he 
paid particular attention, and, by graft- 
ing, propagated fome thou‘ands from 


_it, which, a few days before this Jeuer 


qwas written, were in high flourifhing 
beauty and verdure, notwithftanding 
the feverity of the winter. Its growth 
is firaight and hand{ome as a fir ; its 
leaves ever-green; and the wood jis 
thought, by the beft judges, to exceed 
that of all other oak in bardnefs. and 
firength. Butthe peculiar and efti- 
mable part of its charaéter is the a- 
mazing quicknycfs of its growth, which 
may be attributed to its making but 
one fhoot.in the year, viz. in May, 
and continuing to grow. without inter- 
supt.on. The parent-tree, which és 
feven years old, meafyres 23 feet in 
height, and full 20 inches in the girt; 
a graft four years old is 16 fret high, 
and full 14 inches in the girt ; and the 
fivit graft, which is fix years old, has 
out-fhot his parent two feet in height. 
This oak is diftinguifhed, in Devon- 
fhire, by the name of the Lucombe 
Oak. His fhoots, in general, are from 
fuur to five feet every year; fo that, 
in the fpace of thirty or forty years, 
he wil] outgrow, in altitude and girt, 
the common oak at a hundred. He

The progrefs of the gleétrical fire 
is here very minutely and accarate'y 
traced fiom its firft ftioke to ‘its lait 
fatal effect ; and is illuftrated by a des 
lineation of thofe parts of the build- 
ing that were chicfly affected by it, 
The writer concludes with obferving, 
that, as the effects of this ftroke fo 
exaétly correfpond with thofe many 
times before obferved by Dr. Frank- 
lin, we fhall fcarce ever meet with a 
fironger proof of the utility of his 
meta'lic condu&ors: and it is ardently 
to be wifhed, that, in the ere&tion of 
ali public edifices, &c. a regular com- 
munication of metal was made from 
the top to a confiderable depth into 
the earth, and of fuch a diaineter and 
kind, as may be fufficient to fecure 
both the buildings and the lives of 
thofe whu may happen to be in them, 
The poor man dettroyed by this acci- 
dent, was fixting on a fhort ladder 
‘placed horizontally on the pavement, 
with his back againft the door. The 
lightning flew From the middle bolt, 
and ftrack him on and under his left 


‘ear; entered his neck, making a wound 


half an inch long, raifed in a bur 
and burnt ; and paffed down his back, 
which it turned biack as ink, and down 
his left arm, melting the ftud in his 
thirt-fleeve. Hence it flew into his 
body, which it burnt in a hard fpot 
refembling feorched leather, paffing 
through it into his right leg, and 


‘breaking out a little above the aacle ; 


making a large wound, and another 
bur, burnt as before, with two others 
finader a little below it, and fome. {till 
fmaller in his fret, His cloaths and 
hair were much burnt; but his ftock 
fhoe and knee buckles, the metal but- 
tons on his coat and waiftcoat, a fhil- 
ling in the left pocket of his breeches, 
and the metal clafps of a common- 
prayer: book in his coat pocket, were 
all uninjured, His death was truly 
inftantaneous, The corpfe, after lying 
two or three days on a table, feemed 
not more difpofed to putrefaétion than 
bodies which die a natural death ge- 
nerally are at that time.

ground he offers a conjefture that heat 
electrifies it negatively, His experi- 
ments on the air were begun in the 
year 1761, and thofe on the clouds 
yn the year 17625 and both were from 
that time continued unremittedly till 
the year 1770, when he came to Eng- 
kand, where, by repeated experimenis 
on the common air in different parts, 
he finds it the fame as that in Ireland.

Though this ingenious and indefa- 
tigable inveftigator of the properties 
of Nature adinits, that fome of the 
cour‘es of experiments herein defcribed 
are incomplete, yet many new and im- 
portant faéts are fuffaciently afcertained, 
and form a good fonndation for phile- 
fophers to purfue their enquiries into 
this fubject to various beneficial _pur- 
pofes, 

The three terms in common ufe for 
dliftinguithing the different kinds of 
ar, are Fixed air, Mephitic, and In- 
flammable ; which, the Doétor ob- 
ferves, are not fufhiciently characterif- 
tic and difting. The laft, tho’ it cha- 
rafterizes and diitinguifhes that kind 
which takes fire and explodes on the 
approach of flame, yet it might have 
been termed Fixed, with as much pro- 
priety,as that to which Dr, Black and 
others have given the f me denomina- 
tion, fipce it is.originally part of fome 
folid fubftance, and exiits in an une- 
laftic Rate, and therefore may be alfo 
called factitious. The. term Mephitic 
is equally applicable to what is called 
Fixed air, to Inflammable, and to ma- 
ny other kinds; fince they are equally 
noxions, when breathed by animals, 
The Doétor, however, fays, that, rae 
ther than to introduce new terms, ‘or 
change the. fignification of oid ones, 
he thall ufe the term, Fixed air, in the 
fenfe in, which it is commonly ufed; 
and. difinguifh the other kinds by 
Ahtir properties, or fome other pei- 
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phrafis. Afier adjufting this prelimi- 
nary, he proceeds to illuftrate, by 
many ingenious experiments, the dit- 
ferent properties of air, under the fol- 
lowing heads of diftinétion : Of fixed 
air. Of air in which a candle, or 
brimftone, has burned out. Of in- 
flammable air. Of air iafe&ted with 
animal refpiration, or putrefaction. 

Of air in which a mixture of brim- 

ftone and filings of iron has ftood. 

Of nitreus air. Of air infeed with 

the fumes of burning charcoal, OF 
the effe& of the calcination of metals, 

and of the effluvia of paint made of. 
white lead and oi!, on ait. Of air, 
procured by means of fpirit of falt. And 

Mifcellaneous obfervations, in which 

the Doftor has given a defeription, il- 
luftrated by a plate, of the apparatus 

with which the principal of the pre- 

ceding experiments were made, and 

which is very fimple and cheap. An 

appendix to this article contains an 

account of fome experiments made 

by Mr. Hey, a furgeon at Leeds, to 

prove that there is no oil of vitriol ia 

water impregnated with fixed air ex- 

tracted from chalk by oil of vitriol; 

and _alfo a letter from Mr. Hey to the 
Doétor, concerning the effects of fixed 

air, applied by way, of clyfter, in, the 
cure ot a putsid fever, which is a very 

interefting and important diftovery.— , 
Of this cafe, and the manner of treat- 

ing it, and alfo of the apparatus above 

mentioned, we fhall take further notice 

in fome future Magazine.

THE caufe of the Vagrant Poor 

is more powerfully pleaded, in this 

treatife, than in any we yet remember 
to have read... The author contends 
for univerfal charity. “ Let. thofe, 

«< fays he, who deny relief, le& they 

‘6 fhould be made the dupe of an im- 

*. poftor’s fpecious pretences, feverely 

“< (crutinize the motives of their own 

 condué: let them confider that it is 

“€ the criminal vanity of appearing to 

© noflefs a fagacity fuperior to deceit 

** which reftrains their hand, aod pro- 

* duces uncharitable fufpicions in their 

6 bofoms ;. and that the abufe of their 

*¢ liberality, had better be a thoufand 

S¢ times repeated, than one poor fufferer 

* fhould fall a viétim to their im- 

«« moveable refolution of. tenacity. 

** Let thofe who give confider, that 

‘they give only a {mall portion of 

*¢ wealth, the abfence whereof will 

ney ed yy ~ © pot 
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“* not be perceived amidft their plenty ; 
** that they beftow with a good inten- 
** tion, which will not always be’ fiuf- 
** trated ; fince, if their bounty be 
“often diitributed in vain, it will 
** fometimes affift to chear the droop- 
** ing foul of undiflembimg indigence ; 
“and that their recompence will be 
“the blefling of him who is ieady to 
*¢ nerifh, and the confcioufnels of hav- 
** ing endeavoured humbly to imitate 
** tie ‘univeifal beneficence of that 
s- Providence, whofe mercies are over 
€¢ all his works, and who difpenfes his 
* rain and his fun- thine in common to 


the good and ‘to the evil.”"—So far 


this benevolent wiiter, who through- 
out his whole performance has recom- 
mended the doétrine of univerfal charity 
with equal energy and good intention ; 
and yet it may be doubted, whether 
that iatlifcriminate charity, which, from 
the example of fupreme wifdom, ‘he 
endeavours to diffu‘e, may be ranked 
among the. virtues that entitle men to 
that great and God-like charaéter of 
Being The Friend of the Poor. 

‘ If to encourage vice he fcarcely lefs 
criminal than to pra€tife it, and it it be 
granted, what] believe no man will yen- 
ture to deny, that by-far the greater part 
of tho vagrants who crave fubfiftence 
from door to door, infeft our ftreets, 
6r wander from place to place to move 
€ompaflion, are loofe in their morals, 
Giffolute in their lives, and of evil ex- 
ample to others, What do-we by ex- 
tending our charity indifcriminately to 
thefe abandoned wretches, but contri- 
brite to increafe an evil which all good 
men ardently wifh to abolifh? If it 
were better, as our author feems to 
intimate, that a thoufand of thefe in- 
famous profligates fhould be relieved, 
than that one obje& of real ‘diftrefs 
Thould be negleéted, then it will fol- 
low, that it were betrer that a thoufand 


‘ pogues fhould efcape punifhment, than 


that one honeft man fhould fuffer 
wrongfully ; a pofition fraught with 
many evils to a community, and lead- 
ing to an univerfal corruption of man- 
ners.among its.members. 

But while our author is thus fa- 
vourable to the miferable race of va- 
grants, whofe pitiable cafe he patheti- 
ally deplores, he feems far lefs indul- 
gent to the frailties of thofe with whom 
the power of regulating and relieving 
them is intrufted by the laws. In caies 
‘of diftrefs, he jullly obferves, that the 


fiifferer’s natural and legal application 


is tp the parith officer; but, adds he, 
“the parith officer, perhaps fron na- 


“ tive obduracy, perhaps from inatéen- 
‘* tion, and perhaps from private pique, 
‘¢ refutes to relieve, and the complain- 
‘* ant’s dernier refort is to the magif-' 
‘* trate; the remedy, however, is worfe 
**than the difeafe. To fummon the 
** Overfeer before the Juftice, is to 
**commit an infule for which pardon 
** muft never be expected. The woid 
“* of a wealthy farmer or tradefman is 
‘“ of greater'validity than the oath of 
“* a friendlefs mendicant, who is’ re- 
“* prefented as neither needing for me- 
‘* riting affidance; ‘and’ confequently 
** difmiffed, to :nakednefs and hun- 
** ger, with an-abufive joke or aggras 
** vating reprimand.” This is a heavy 
charge; and, as it is general, cannot 
eafily be refuted: to fay that no fuch 
inftance ever happened, would, per- 
haps, be prefuming too far upon the 
humanity and moderation of Overfeers 
and Juftices of the Peace ; but that it 
is a common cafe, that a deferving ob- 
je& meets with fuch fevere treatment 
from both the Officer ‘and Juftice, the 
duty of the one, and the refpeétable 
charaéter of the other, will not per- 


“mit us to fuppofe. 


* This ‘kind of declamation, there- 
fore, if it is without proof, is equally 
unjuftifiable' and uncandid. Parifh- 
officers, of the ableft heads, and ‘the 
beft hearts, have, generally fpeaking, 
a hard tafk fo to behave as to give 
content to thofe who’ pay, and thofe 
who receive. It is no wonder, that 
inen of tender feelings are as cautious 
of extending the parith boufty to the 
unworthy, as they are ready in relieving 
the indottrious, becaufe in every parilh 
Many are rated to the poor, out’ of 
whoie hard labour the*money is ex- 
torted, that, were it not proptrly dif- 
pofed of, might be diffipated in drunk- 
ennefs, or in rewards to the lazy and 
indolent, who are in every parifh the 
moit clamorous and moft tioublefome. 

Befides, there cannot, perhaps, be 
a fiverer aggravation of the diflrefs of 
an heneft, induftrious fupplicant, than 
that, after all ‘his pains and labour in 
endeavouring- to fupport a numerous 
family, when ficknels or accident.hap- 
pens to deprive him of the power of 
providing fer them by his own ftrength, 
he is then orily to fhare in the parith 
bounty in common with his moft pro- 
fligate, lazy, drunken, poaching neigh- 
bour, the whole tenor of whole life is 
an open violation of the laws of Ged 
and man. To add, therefore, to the 
real mifery of the induftricus poor, 
ideal notions of their being defpifed or 
neglegted 
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neglected by thofe with whom the laws 
have intrufted the care of their fup- 
port, is to counteraé the very principle 
the writer has profeffedly adepted, and 
to add to the miferies infeparable from 


_ penury, the farther grievance of dif- . 


content, . 

His pleading the caufe of the ftranger 
is truly laudable. The alien is en- 
titled to no fupport by our Jaws, and 
is therefore an objeét, whenever he 
becomes poor and in want, of real 
charity, and fhould never be paffed in 
our ftreets, when imploring relief, with 
unpitying negle&, It wilJ require no 
exiraordinary degree of difcernment 
to dilcover whether he is old, infirm, 
lame, or that he has been bred above 
the ordinary level of working men; 
in-all which cafes, to withhold a final 
portion of our plenty to relieve the 
firanger within our gates, is.not only 
inconfiftent with our charaéter as Chrif- 
tians, but as men. Indeed, the writer 
of thefe remarks has often wondered, 
that, among the many thoufand opulent 
foreigners, that poffefs large propor- 
tions of the riches of this kingdom, 
no one has been liberal enough to fet 
on foot a fubfcription for building and 
endowing a houle of charity for the 
reception and relief of poor diftrefied 
ftrangers, Such a charitable inftitu- 
tion would do honour to their huma- 
nity; and it is not to be doubted but 
that very many of our nobility, gen- 
try, and wealthy merchants, would 
contribufe largely to forward the 
defign. 

Our author’s obfervations on the fe- 


verity of the Vagrant A&, by vahich, - 


like many of our late a&s, it defeats 
its own purpofes, is very juft. By bat 
at, relief is denied, punifhment in- 
fiiéted, and the bare atking for charity 
is made criminal, though the fupplicant 
‘may be perifhing for want, Can any 


- thing be more abfurd! But abfurdity 


is the general charagteriftic of our late 
atts: they are framed and paffed in 
‘one feffions, to be amended or repealed 
wn the next. 
' His doubt, whether a Scotchman 
or Trifhman can gain a fettlement in 
‘Engiand, upon the authority ef Burn’s 
Joftice, does not feem well founded, 
“particularly with regard to the former, 
who, when an inhabitant in England, 
by the AG of Union, is intitled to all 
the bencfits of the laws, as a free deni- 
. zen; end when an inhabitant in Scot- 
Jand, is.then only to claim the privi- 
leges of his own,

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The A@ of George the Firft, by 
which the parochial managers are em- 
powered to farm the poor at a certain 
rate, thovgh it has in fome inftances 
been abufed, can never merit the hard 
epithets which this humane author be- 
ftows upon-it. It.can never be charged 
with authorizing any fet of men to 
abridge the poor of reafonable focd, 
or to impofe on them unreafonable la- 
bour ; but the complaint that old and 
young, fick and healihy, are pro- 
mifenoufly crouded into ill-contrived 
apartments, in workhoufes not of fuf- 
cient capicity to contain with conye- 
nience half thenumber, is but too juft 
and too general, and certainly calls 
loudly for reformation, The perni- 
cious influences of corrupted air and 
diftempered bodies, as he very jufily 
obferves, has been of late very exten- 
fively diffufed, and it is hoped will 
awaken a due fenfe of the miferable 
fituation of thofe who are of neceffity 
obliged to remain in thefe manfions of ~ 
filthinefs and putridity, to which the 
patith poor are ufually confined. 

This is a fubje& on which the au- 
thor has exerted all his powers of 
mafterly elocution, and it is a fubject 
which fnuft excite compaffien on a lefs 
pathetic retrofpe& of known fagts, 

Having fufficiently expofed the dea 
fe&is of our prefent poor-laws,. and 
fhewn the evils confequent on paro- 
chial parfimony and parochial delin- 
quency, the writer next proceeds to 
offer fome hints by way of reforma- 


tion: but this he does with fo great 


deference and modefly, that although 
he has, as he fays, to the ntmoft of 
his ability, endeavoured to guard 
againft a perverfion of his plan, yet 


every propofition has been made with 


diffidence and fear, left what he pro- 


_pofes as remedies, fhould, in the hands 


appointed to adminifter them, be con 

verted into poifons. 

An abftragt of his plan is as follows : 
I. The. reduétion of all the laws 

relating to the poor into ong, lefs 


Hable to. miftake or mifreprefentation. 


II. The parochial divifion to be 


‘abolifhed, and a more extenfive divi- 


fion adopted in its room. He frems 
to approve of the Hundred divifien, 
ftates the objections 10 it, and anfwers 
them. : 

IJ. A general and uniform tax, 


limited, like the land-tax, to a certain 


ftandard (four or five fhuillings inthe 
pound, ke thinks, in a note, an ade. 
quate rate). This mode of taxation 
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he propofes in order to put a final end 
to all litigation about fettlements, 

IV. The money levied by this tax 
to be vefted in truftees, compofed of 
gentlemen, clergymen, and reputable 
trade(men, in each divifion, to be ap- 
plied at difcretion. 

V. Though the parochial divifion 
be rejeéied in the general, yet an offi- 
cer, equivalent to that of Overfeer, 
With a falary, to be retained for each 
parifh in particular. His bufinefs to 
be, as now, the regulation of the poor, 
but under the diteiion of the truftees, 

The means of relief, and the pro- 
per perfons to adminifter it, being thus 
provided, the mode of application is 
hext confidered. And, 

Firft, For the aged and infirm, and 
other caiually indigent houle-keepers, 
telief a: home, according to their feve- 
ral neceffities, he thinks moft eligible. 


"No diftin&ion to be made of the 


different obje&ls of relief, bat thofe of 
fefident and vagrant. Inhabitation in 
a ufeful capacity, for only a few days, 
to conftitute a refident. 

II. Perfons fick of infe&tious dif- 
eafes to be removed to a temporary 
refidence. 

III. For poor, orphan’d, or deferted 
children, Hundred Houfes, ereéted in 
a plain ftile, but in a healthy fitu- 
ation, are recommended. 

IV. For unhappy, itinerant indi- 

ents, Hundred Houfes have alfo, 
in this plan, the preference ; but then 
they are to be divided into two clafles, 
the offenfive and inoffenfive. The in- 
offenfive, among whom he reckons 
aukward unhandy tradefmen, perfons 
of weak intelleéts, thofe who have 
natural defe&ts or deformities, and 
thofe born to better profpeéts, but by 
various accidents recuced to indigence; 
all thefe, he thinks, would accept with 
thankfulnefs a refidence, in. which 
‘every nevelfary of life was provided 
for their reception. But, for the 
offenfive vagrants, {uch as fturdy and 
habitual’ beggars, impoftors robuft 
and healtliy,  fufferers by difeafe or 
accident but notwithftanding able to 
work, the whole race of gipfies, &c. 
for thefe he would have prepared, 

V. A place of confinement ; from 
which, however, he would banith thofe 
barbarous flagellations zppointed by 
our prefent laws; punifliments that 
@egrade the man to the brute, and 
sawaken the diabolical paffions of 
“wrath and revenge in thofe that fof. 
‘fer. And, in the “room thereof, he 


i. 


would fubftitute the fafting-room of 
Sir John Fielding, as moft eligible, 
and moft likely to fubdue the Tur- 
bulent. 

To thefe ere&ions he would add a 
Kind of infirmary, for the reception 


* of thofe affliéted with temporary dif- 


eafes, of whatever kind, that the fick 
might be kept feparate from the 
healthy, as_a preventative againft the 
fpreading of difeates: 

Alfo an apartment, adjoining to the 
other ereétions, like the Oriental caras 
vanferas, in which indufirious labour- 
ers, who travel in harveft for the fake 
of employment, might be lodged, 
and accommodated with an allowance 
of bread and beer, for one night 
only, except in cafes of tempeftuous 
weather, when their refidence might 
be enlarged at difcretion. 

Thele aie ihe outlines of this writer's 
plan. Whoever wifhes to forward a 
reformation will have pleafure in pe- 


. rufing the pamphlet at large. And if, 


‘* where evil fo flagrantly abounds, (as 
** our author judicioufly obfeives) its 
** abundance can by any means. be 
*¢ diminifhed, a point of no {mall im- 
‘* portance is gained: if every diffi- 
** culty cannot be furmounted, and 
** every grievance redrefled, it is furely

the Danube, printed “at Peterfburg, and 
which makes twenty-one pages-in quarto, 
améng. other reafons for their retreat we 
meet with the following: “ Our cavalr 
was harraffed by continual fkirmifhes wit 
the Ottomans, and by the bad forage, 
that they could no longer fuftain the fa- 
tigue: daring the whole time, they were 
obliged, by the alertnefs of the enemy, 
to be under arms. Want of water was 
anether hardfhip they underwent,’ parti- 
cularly the corps that was detached to 
reconnoitre the Grand Vizir’s army. - In 
the night they were expefed to the rains 
and winds, without covering; and in the 
day were continually harrafled by freth 
bodies of troops, which were renewed by 
others, whq fought with fury to revenge 
their former loffes; whilft we (fays the 
narrative) were obliged, with fmall fa- 
tigued bodies of men, to attack numerous 
bodies who were repofed in places forti- 
fied by nature, and of eafy defence. 
We met with the greateft difhculties in 
tranfporting artillery and baggage, from 
the badnefs of the roads, and were forced 
to pafs defiles where two horfes could 
barely pafs abreaft. ‘The detachments 
which the Vizir fent againft us amounted 
to27,000 men, the choiceft of his cavalry, 
who with their light horfes could pafs 
any where. ‘Thefe horfemien were in am- 
bufcades all the way we pafled, and af- 
failed us continually on all fides; and, 
though they were net able to do us any 
effential ill, they never left harraffing our 
troops. When the Ruffian columns ad- 
vanced towards Of{man’s retrenchments, 
they were furioufly affailed by the Spahis 
that were in ambufcades, who were no 
fooner difperfed by our artillery, than 
they were replaced by the Janiflaries from 
the retrenchments, -who fell on our right 
wing with horrible noifes, by which 
means 3co newly inrolled men, unac- 
quainted with their manner of attack, 
ran off, and put the reft of the corps into 
diforder; but luckily the laft divifion 
came on, dnd, keeping up a continual 
fire, gave the former time to rally; after 
which Colonel Klitfchka took pofleffion 
of: their retrenchments, and not one of 
the enemy would-have efcaped, had they 
not retired into Siliftria,”’ 

‘* The action in which General Weiff- 
man beat Niuman Pacha ( {ays the account) 
coft the Turks 3,700 men. This brave 
General put himfelf, fword in hand, at 
the head of his troops, which were not 
half fo numerous as thofe of the enemy, 
at the head of which he was killed by a 
ball which pierced his heart, and he Pell 
down dead inftantly at the clofe of the 
combat. ~ 

“* We have loft in all the aétions about 
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r200'men. Many foldiers, wounded at 
the attack of the heights before Siliftria, 
are dead of their wounds. We have loft 
twenty Officers of great defert, and two 
pieces of cannon which we were obliged 
to leave in a bogs but the enemy have 
loft in all 54 pieces of cannon, a camp, 
38 batteaux, a great wee of utenfils, 
and had s000 men killed. , 

“The corps under General Soltikoff, 
which was faery feparated from. the 
grand army, has alfo gained feveral ad- 
vantages on the other fide the Danube. 
Anduzt Turkutai he diflodged gooo Turks, 
under the command of Fifula Sara and 
Arflan, Bachas, and killed 1000 men.

The following letter from Berlin, if 
not authentic, is certainly written by fome 
penetrating politician, no ftranger to the 
views of his Pruffian Majelty: 

** It is reported, fays the writer, that, 
according to a new ‘freaty which has 
lately taken place among the three Allied 
Powers, our King is to poflefs the Duchy 
of Courland.. It is likewife afferted, that 
his Royal Highnefs Prince Henry wil} 
foon fet out for Peterfourg: and it is juft 
now confidently afferted here, that his 
Royal Highnefs will be, according to 
that Treaty, created Duke of Courland; 
which report.gains ground, owing to the 
following circtmftances: Firft, it is well 
known, and it likewife appeared here in 
the public papers of laft year, that when 
our King offered the high poft of Stadt- 
holder General in New Pruffia to Prince 
Ferdinand of Brunfwick, and that Prince 
nobly refufed it, the King expreffed his 
greateft aftonifhment on fuch refufal, 
faying, § Had Inot other views for Prince 
* Henry, I fhould have thought that poft 
‘high enough to have offered to him, 
‘though he is my brother.’ Secondly, 
we are juft informed from Peterfburgh, 
that the Duke Biron of Courland, fere- 
feeing his impending fate, has, in order 
to become connected with, and a kinf- 
man to, the Court of Peterfburg, of- 
fered marriage to one of the Princefles 
of Darmftadt; but the Emprefs was no 
fooner acquainted with the Duke's defign, 
than the fent him word that the would 
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advife him not to enter into.the matri- 
monial {tate again. Thefe two circum- 
ftances induce us to credit ‘the above. re- 
‘ports as faét; but time alone can confirm 
it. His Majefty is expected at Potzdam 
on the sth of next month, on his return 
from Silefia,” 
Ok Tse: 

At one o'clock in the afternoon, a 
“magazine of powder, which the King of 
Sardinia ——. Chamberry, for the ufe 
ef the public, fook fire; and though it 
contained but fix barrels, the explofion 
was fo great, that part of the city walls, 
and feveral neighbouring houfes, at fifty 
yards diftance, were thrown down, Many 
others were fhaken: eighteen perfons 
perifbed in the ruins; and nambers were 
‘very much wounded. 

July 29. 

At half after cight in the evening, the 
dir ferene and calm, and the moon very 
brilliant, approaching to the North Weft,. 
a meteor appeared at Crefpi, in France, 
in the form of a globe, to which’ was af- 
fixed a tail, placed vertically: the light 
reflected By it was fo confiderable as to 
obfcure that of the moon for fome fhort 
fpace; after which the meteor began to 
decreafe in fplendor, and tended towards 
the earth; and about feven minutes after 
a noife was heard equal to the found of 
the largeft cannon, and caufed fuch a 
commotion as to fhake the olafles and 
other moveable bodies in all the houfes. 
‘The fame’ meteor was feen about the fame 
time at Paris, but they heard nothing of 
the explofion. 

Aug. 17. 

Six perfons convicted of promoting 
diffenfions at Cape Francois, in St. Do- 
mingo, and concerned in the late riots, 
(two of them confiderable merchants) 
were privately executed in the Baftile the 
14th mhftant. 

Ang. 18. 

They had one of the moft violent 
thunder-ftorms in the Province of Bre- 
tagne, in France, that ever was known 


there. It continued raining in torrents 


the whole day, but at midnight the ele- 
ment feemed in one continued blaze, 
with thunder without intermiffion. Seve- 
ral bridges are broken down, caufeways 
demolifhed, and houfes, mills, and other 
buildings wafhed away. ‘Fhe bodies of 
fifty-three perfons were taken ‘up, 
which had been brought down ‘by the 
torrent; and the numbers of cattle loft 
are innumerable. 
Aug. 22%. ° 

Sentence was pronounced on the Regi- 
cides at Warfaw: two are condemned to 
lofe their heads; the perfon who brought 
the King back, to be banithed the coun- 
try forvever; the others are condemned 
to perpetral imprifonment. Pulawfki, 
the promoter aad infligator of the horrid 
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attack, is condemned to be hanged in 
effigy, his coat of arms to be brokes, 
himfelf declared infamous, and the name 
of the family to be changed. His Ma- 
jefty’s gracious interceffion in their favour 
is {uppofed: to have produced this miti- 
gation of the punifhment decreed by the 
law for attempts again{t the King’s life. 

His Majefty has ordered a monument 
to be ereéted to immortalize the memor 
of H. Butzau, the Huflar, who loft his 
life in defending his Maje(ty againft the 
Regicides. The monument is to be of 
fine marble, on its head the effigy of the 
deceafed, with an infcription in the Polith 
language to the following purport : * Here 
refts the body of H. Butzap, who died in 
defence of King Staniflaus Auguftus. The 
curfed arrows which were thrown by the 
infamous and wretched Regicides on the 
3d of November, 1775 to pierce the 
heart of the King, he with pleafure re- 
ceived in his own breaf€; of the fame 
wounds he died a moft glorious death! 
for the welfare of his native country,. 
and for the life of his Prince. His Kin 
laments im his death the lofs of fo loya 
and fo faithful a fubjet ; and,,to immor- 
talize this noble deed, has ereéted this 
monument, as an inftance of heroic 
virtue that ought to be remembered, to 
the honour of the deceafed, by lateft pof- 
terity. 

Aug 25. 

Two figures, one reprefenting Captain 
Nankeen, the other Mifs Callico, were 
carried through the ftreets of Dublin, 
attended by a moft riotous and infolent 
mob, in order to be hanged at the com- 
mon gallows. The military were called 
out to keep the peace, and, the Lord+ 
Mayor at their head, met the rioters in 
Francis-ftrect. .Nothing could prevail 
upon them to difperfe; and at laft fome 
of them (for great numbers were armed 
with piftols and cutlafits) fired upon the 
foldiers. The word was then given, and 
the foldiers fired, and thot feven ‘of the 
mob dead upon the fpot, and woynded 
twelve others, who are not expected to 
live. The mob afterwards broke the 
windows of the Sheriff of Dublin; and 
a guard of Highlanders.was pofted at the 
Mayor's houfe, to prevent the like out- 
rage there. In coniequence of thefe out- 
rages the Lord-Mayor publifhed the fol- 
lowing acddrefs : be 
_ * Jn compaffion for the headftrong 
folly of a defuded multitude, whofe in- 
confiderate rafbmefs is likely to occafion 
the lofs of many lives, and prove de- 
ftru€tive to the manufa@ures of this 
country, I am induced to caution you 
againt the continuance of thofe riots and 
diforders, which have occafioned fuch dif- 
agreeable confeguences. Your impetuo- 
fity has, I fear, prevented your allowin 
yourfelves time to reflect on what mut 
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Ynevitably be the refult of your proceed- 
ings. 2a 

«¢ You imagine that by terrifying a few 
timid females, yo will be able’to prevent 
the wear of foreign manufa¢tures; you 
will be difappointed ; your interpofition 
can poflibly have but a temporary effect, 
even fuppofing you were permitted to 
proceed in your diforders. 

«« Demean yourfelves, then, like regular 
and induftrions citizens; {pend your time, 
for the future, in the forwarding and im- 
proving your manufactures, and not in 
riot and diforder: By fo doing, I have 
no doubt you will bring them to fuch a 
{tate of perfection, as not only to induce 
the inhabitants of this kingdom to prefer 
them to all others, but even foreigners 
to feek for them with eagernefs. pros 
afid application can effect the greatef 
things. You are blefled with as good 
natural abilities as any people upon 
earth. 

‘* Jf you give, therefore, your atten- 
tion tothe improvement of your manu- 
factures, there is no reafon to imagine, 
but that, in a little time, they will arrive 
to as great a degree of perfection as the fe 
of any nation whatever. ‘They are already 
in great forwardnefs, and a ittle further 
perfeveranee’ and emulation will thortly 
effect that which violence never can; be- 
fides, by a regular and orderly behaviour, 
you may perhaps induce the Legiflature to 
interpofe in your -behalf. 

“Tf you continue incorrigible, you will 
certainly.prepoflefs them againft you. 

** Reccive this advice as froma friend 
and follow-citizen, fincerely defrous of 
promoting your welfare; but if you per- 
filt in -your diforderly proceedings, as 
Chicf Magiltrate, I muft and will act 
with vigour and effect, and you nuit abide 
the confequences. R. FRENCH.”

‘The Magiftrates likewife publithed a 
caution forbidding all perfens whatever 
from aficmbling in numbers, or forming 
crowds, or parading through the {treets 
of this city or liberties 5 they alfo caution 
all good citizens, and friends to peace and 
order, to quit the ftreets, and betake them- 
felves to their houfes.. when any tuch tu- 
multuous or riotous aflembly fhall appear, 
Ieft the neceflary interpofition of force 
may be attended with fatality, or danger 
to the life of any innocent individual;

They both went 
abroad; but-Cannon, after being abfent 
thirteen years, ventured to return about 
three years fince, wher he fettled at Haft- 
ings by another name, married, and has 
three children, whom, with his wife, he 
has conftantly maintained in credit by his 
induftry.

The faid piltol Field took from Col. Weft’s 
houfekeeper fome time ago, in company 
with two others, who fired into the chaife, 
and Field thought they had hot ‘Col. 
Weft in the breatt. 

Ifaac Votecr, lately examined before 
Sir J. Fielding, with the above-mentioned 
Field, for a robbery, confefled that he was 

ilty of the burglary for which William 
Da eld was to have been executed this 
day. He declared, that himfelf, in com- 
pany with one Marriot, (who is taken at 
Market Harborough) Patrick Corkorall, 
and another Irifhman, on the 24th of May 
Jaft, about ten at night, went to the thop 
of Mr. Wheeler, pawnbroker, in Ber- 
amondfey-ftreei, Southwark, under pre- 
tence of pledzing a neckcloth ; that they 
knocked Wheeler down, and robbed the 
thop of fome watches, a chi!d’s coral, and 
various other pieces of plate; after which, 
they went to the Dolphin alehoufe fn 
Tooley-ftreet, at which place they met 
the next morning, and divided the booty ; 
and that Duffield was not atall concerned, 
Voteer’s etvidtnce was corroborated ¢ 
Mitchell, the mafter of the Dolphin, 
Mr. Wheeler in a very candid manner 
faid, he believed the unhappy man inno- 
cent, and, in confequence of that circum- 
ftance, had prefented a petition to the Se- 
cretary of State, to procure him a re- 

ieve.

This is juftly looked upon as 
the greateft improvement ever made on 
cannon fince the firft invention, 

In the afternoon of this day, a man de- 
cently drefled was {een floating-down the 
New-River, near Newington-green, by a 
gentleman who was fifhing, and the 
Rev. Dr. Price. The gentleman threw 
his line, and the hook faftened in the 
man’s cloaths, but broke in bringing him 
to land, on which Dr. Price obferving the 
poor man jutt finking, jumped into the 
river, and brought him out. In lefs than 
a quarter of an hour he came to himfelf, 
fo far as to be able to fay who he was, 
and where he lived. He faid’he had no 
inteution, to drown himfelf; that he had 
pulled off his hat and wig, was ftooping 
down to wath his face and head, and ac- 
cidentally flipped in.

The feffions began at the Old-Bailey, 
when five prifoners were capitally con- 
victed, viz, Thomas Afhby and Edward

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Lunday, for ftealing plate; Philip Short, 
for a robbery on the highway ; William 
Wiiliams otherwife M’ Kenzie, for ftealing 
jewels of confiderable value; and Francis 
Simberlen, for horfeftealing. 

Thurfday 9. 

Three criminals were capitally convict- 
ed the Old-Bailey, George Brown, Wm. 
Hyndes, and James Devereux, for, rob- 
beries on the highway. 

Friday 10. 

Two criminals were capitally convicted, 
William Cox, for ftealing Bank-notes, ' 
value 400]. from John Kendrick, a dealer 
in horfes for the French; and Elizabeth 
Herring, for the murder of her hufband, 
by ‘tabbing him in the throat with a knife, 
This woman has fince been burnt in the 
prefence of 20,000 fpectators, many of 
whom were much hurt, and fome trodden 
to-death in gratifying a barbarous cu- 
riofity. . 

This day William Davidfon, was tried 
fora moft impudent robbery in the cham- 
bers of Richard James, Efq;_in the Tem- 
ple. This fellow ufed to fhave Mr. James, 
and knowing that he was out of town, 
he got accefs by means of a falfe key, and’ 
taking a broker with him, perfonated Mr. 
James, and fold his goods. 

A paragraph having appeared in the 
papers, in which itis faid, ‘* that all parties 
*« look forward with pleafure to the conchu- 
« fion of a Mayoralty, in which violence, 
“tyranny, negleét of public bufinefs, a 
*< contemptof all order and decorum, with 
** the moft fordid parfimony, have prevail- 
‘* ed,” the City Marfhal this day. declared 
Mr. Wilkes to be the author, who, inftead 
of denying the faét, added ‘partiality and 
** cruelty’’ to the charge, and avowed the 
truth of every word in the paragraph.

for houfebreaking, and Robert Walker, 
for returning from tranfportation, were 
eapitally convicted. | 

Monday. 13. 

Francis Talbot was capitally convicted 
at the Old-Bailey, for breaking and enter- 
ing the houfe of William Ewer, Efq; and 
ftealing plate and Bank-notes to a great 
amount; and John Sterling, for forgiag 
the will of Elizabeth Shooter, with intent 
to defraud the $, S, Company of 350l. of 
which an account has already been given 
in p. 356. He folemnly declared he in- 
tended to teplace the money, and the Jury 
recommended him to mercy. 

The method of executing Mrs. Herritig 
this day for the murder of her hufband, was 
as follows : fhe was placed on a {tool fome- 
thing more than two feet high, and a 
chain being placed under her arms, the 
rope round her neck was made faft to two 
fpikes, which being driven through a poft 
again{t which the flood, when her devo- 
tions were ‘ended, the ftool’ was taken 


from underher, and the was foon ftran-’ 
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gled. When the had ‘hung about fifteen 
minutes the rope was burnt, and fhe funk 
till the chain fupported -her, forciag her’ 
hands up toa level with her face, and the 
frame being furious fhe was foon confumed, 
The crowd was fo immenfely great, that’ 
it was a long time before the faggots could 
be placed forthe execution.. , 
Tuefday 14. 

William Ganfel, F{9; was brought to’ 
the bar of the Old-Bailey, and charged, on 
three diflerent indi€tments, with malici- 
oufly and —_ fhooting at James ene 
Henry Felthoufe, and fome other bailiff’s 
followers, contrary to the ftatute com- 
monly called the Coventry aét. To which 
the prifoner ce ey not guilty. ' 

It appeared, that a writ had:been iffued 
againft General Ganfel, at the ‘fuit of” 
Samuel Lee, Surgeon, for the fum of 1341, 
and a warrant to ferve it, given to James 
Hyde, the Bailiff, had been /ealed pre= 
vious to its being figned.----That on the’ 
26th of Anguft lat, Hyde'went with pros | 
per affiftants to the General's lodgings, at 
Mrs. Mayo’s, in Craveri-ftreet ; that the 
{treet door being open, he went up fairs,’ 
knocked at the door of the two pair for- 
ward, and, on a voice afking him his bufi- 
nefs, faid, he wanted Mrs. Mayo. He was 
anf{wered fhe lived on the ground floor; on 
this Hyde went down to the Plaintiff Lee,’ 
and beckened te hismen, who were wait- 
ing in the ftreet; that on going up again. 
to the General’s room, on the han ing 
place he was met by two of the General’s 
fervants, one of witom had a knife in his 
hand, with which he oppofed Hyde's paf- 
fage, {wearing he would kill any one that 
attempted to go up ftairs ; that Lee, witha 
ftick, knocked the knife out of the lad’s’ 
hand, and fent him down ‘tairs to be taken 
care of by the other affiftants ; that the 
evidence then faw the General on the 
landing-place of the fecond floor, ‘and, 
taking the paper out of his pocket, told’ 
him he had a warrant againft him at the’ 
fuit of Lee, for 1341. on which the Ge- 
neral faid, “* Damn ye! Have ye?” and 
endeavoured to enter the room and fhut 
the door; that Hyde purfued him fo clofe- 
ly, that he got his foot and-knee between 
pu door and the fide of the poft where it 
locked, and prevented the ‘General’s in- 
tention, who ftood with his back againtt 
the door, and fired’a piftol with his right’ 
hand through the pannel, which pafied 
clofe by the head ofthe evidence ; that’ 
Hyde faid, “for God's fake don’t fire at” 
naked men, who are in the execution of- 
their office.” On which the General re- 
plied, ‘* he had half a dozen more piftols, 
and would fire them‘all, for he would not 
be taken.” Hyde ‘fwore he then touched 
Ganfel on the fhoulder, who foon after 
difcherged a fecond fhot with his /eft Laad’ 
over his right fhoulder at the evidence’s* ” 
face, but he doping his head, it hit Felt- 

, houfe’s" 
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houfe’s hat, and lodged in the door. poft; 
that then the General reached at another 
piftol, but Hyde rufhing in got it out of 
his hand, on which he was brought down 
ftairs, and conveyed in a coach to Arm- 
ftrong, the Bailiff’s houfe. Hyde faid, 
neither he nor his affiftants had any offen- 
five weapons through the whole of this 
tranfattion, 

Themas Hyde, brother to the above 
witnefs, corroborated the Rory of James, 
as to the General’s back being at the deor 
when he fred; faid, the Builiffs had no 
germs when he fired of any fort, but had 
five people, befide Lee the Plaintiff, to 
feize the General, who, he faid, was 
aderrible man, though they were under 
no epprehenfions from him, 

Henry Felthoufe told partly the fame 
ftory as the two former; but faid that 
Ganfel’s face was to the doar when he fired, 
and contradicted the evidence ef the 
Uydes im other particulars, 

William Siy and Richard Reeves, the 
two other followers, contradiéted the te- 
nor of the former evidences, but all denied 
having fire-atms of any kind. 

Mrs. Mayo depofed, the gang of eatch- 
poles came to her houfe on the 2oth of 
anuoult, about two of the clock; that 
they feemed “all in.a tremble, and took 
a doizbly-barrelled piftol, which day in’ her 
parlour, up ftairs with them; that fhe 
beard two piftois fired, but did not know 
by whom. 

The evidence for the prefeeution being 
gonc thro’, the General requefted leave 
to read his defence. He faid, he had been 
long unhappily embarraffed in his cir- 
camftances, but that he little expeéted 
fuch a proceeding from Lee, whom he 
bad amply paid; that he hoped, he fhould 
prove by his evidences, he was by no 
means guilty of the charge ; that he never 
came out of his deor, nor faw a warrant 
in Hyde’s kand, for if he had, as he never 
meant to oppofe the courfe of Juitice, 
the fhould not have fired his firft piftol; 
ut that he had read, in Black/tone’s 
Comnzentaries, an Englifhman’s boufe, nay 
his room, was his caftle; that he had 
lived thirtye'ght yearsin the place where 
he was attacked, and that his apartments 
were only connected with Mrs. Mayo’s 
houfe by a common entry, and he had 
a diftinét property in the habitation ; that 
the moft crucl means had heen -taken to 
epprefs him, and exaggerate his offence 
in the news papers, &c. 

Hienry Afhfield, his fervant, fwore that 
Biyde and the other ruffians came to the 
heufe while hé was cutting bread for his 
mafter’s dinner; thathe ran down with 
the knifein his hand, and finding who 
they were, returned and told the Gene- 
sal, who bid his brother James lock the 
door, which he heard him do; that he 
was mei by tyds on the flairs wah a 
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piftol in his hand, whom he never threa- 
tened, as he was directly knocked down; 
that they pufhed him into the yard, and 
bolted him out, but getting over fome 
rails, he ¢ame into the houfe, and ran 
up ftairs, where he faw the officers about 
his mafter’s door, which was clofely thut 
when beth piftols were fired; that they 
then broke open the door, and took away 
the General, and he faw the box of the 
lock broke off directly after, and the bolts 
fhot out. 

James Afhfield’s teftimony agreed prin- 
cipally with his brother's, and he declared, 
whin he went down ftairs, the General 
bid him take notice he locked the’ door, 
which he heard his mafter do. 

Mr. Vickars gave a very good reafon to 
the court for believing the door was fhut 
when the firft piftol was fired, as the 
mark on the wall made by the ball, was 
in a ftraight line with the orifice in the 
pannel, Other witnefles not only ftrength- 
ened the credibility of Vickars, but men- 


- tioned feveral clreum!tauces which evinced 


the door was fafencd 
were fired. 

Mr. Juftice Nares procecded to give his 
charge to the jury.—His Lordhhip ob- 
ferved, that no fubje@t was above the 
laws ; that in their eye all men were equal; 
and begged, therefore, that the jury would 
make no perfonal diftin@ion; that the 
prifoner was not to be looked on as a Gee 
neral Officer, ror was Ms fituation in 
life to influence their verdict; the pooreft 
individual foun? the laws provided to re- 
medy his grievances as readily as thofe 
of his fuperiors; that the General's 
law, refpecting the fecurity of his oxn 
houfe, was indifputably found doc- 
trinc; the fact alledged againit him was 
neverthelefs of a very enormous nature— 
a refetance with a deadly weapon to thofe 
employed in the execution of a civil pro- 
cefs—but in his apprehenfion, the extent, 
aggravating circumitances, and enormity 
of any offence, ought ever to influence a 
jury.to be exceedingly cautious in theig 
credit of the dort ef evidence brought 
in fupport of the profecution, and encreafe 
the probability of the matters urged on 
the defenfive fide; that therefore he 
thought it his duty to obferve to them, 
that, confidering i coldense of the two 
Hydes and Felthonfe by itielf, without 
once looking to what the witnefles for the 
prifoner bad fworn, jt was altogether fo 
improbable and centradiétory, that it de- 
ferved little credit; they had all fworr 
they had no arms, and James Hyde had 
fwern that he faw the General on the 
ftairs, and deliberately read his writ to 
him, and yet that he could get’ no farther 
into the room than his knee between the 
door and the door-poft; whereas Mr, 
Hyde very well knew, and he believed 
the General was not ignorant, that, " 4 


when the piftole 
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bad tapped him onthe shoulder it would 
have been a very good aweft. James Hyde 
alfo fwore, that he faw the General lift up 
his left arm ard fire over his rig ht fhould- 
er; how was it poffible he could fee this 
with only his knee in the room? Felt- 
houfe had {worn that he never faw the 
General, till he faw him in his own apart- 
ment, and that he fired his piftol direétly 
at Ais perfon. On the other hand, when 
the evidence agzinit the profecution was 
looked to, the whole matter againft the 
prifoner mutt be deftroyed, if what was 


depofed in his defence was credited. In . 


the firft place there. was, in this evidence 
for the prifoner, a dire denial. of the 
moft material circumftance, viz. whether 
the door was or was not locked; there 
was, fvom Mrs. Muyo, a direct denial of 
the bailiiis being unarmed, and the Ge- 
neral’s fervant had confirmed this denials 
and it was inthehigheft degree ridiculous 
to imagine, that General Ganfel, who was 
well aware of his. embarrafled circum- 
ftances, and knew the neceflity of ufing 
great caution, fhoukd be at large on the 
ftair-cafe; and, if he was, and the door 
was open only two inches, the hole made 
by the piftol could not have begn even 
and direét, but muft neceflarily have been 
oblique, wherea sit was fully pvoved that 
it was immediately horizontal; nor was 
it probable that the prifoner, who was a 
very lufty man, fhould fire, in the pofition 
the evidence for the profecution had de- 
fcribed, directly thro’ the door, which 
fhot could not peffibly be believed to be 
aimed at the profecutor’s head, he being 
five feet nine, and the perforation of the 
door only four fect nine inchgs from the 
ground. He farther told the Jury, that 
firing upon a mixed affembly would, if 
proved in trying on an inditment for 
murder, be fufficient to conviéts but that 
the General was now trying on a particu- 
lar act of Parliament, and that he mutt 
be proved to have finned particutarty .a- 
gain(t the meaning of that aét of parlia- 
ment, before he could be convicted. That, 
from the evidence for the profecution, it 
was evident he had not fo finned; for, if 
he ftood in the pofition James Hyde de- 
fcribed, it was not poffible he could tell 
whom he fired at; and if the evidence for 
the defence was credited, the door being 
fhut, it was alfo evident that he could not 
tell whom he fired at, not having feen the 
parties behind the door; and two of the 
ee had pofitively {worn he fired his 
piftol at each of them. After a number 


of very humane and well founded obfer- 
vations, he informed the Jury, that they 


were to judge merely from the evidence 
before them 3 that they were to attend to 
his remarks no farther than they corre{= 
pond with their own opinion; and ifthey 
credited the evidence for the profecution, 
and thought his obfervation upjut, they 


muft neceffarily bring the prifoner in 


guilty ; if, onthe other hand, they joined 


in opiniom with him, and believed that 
the matter fworn in evidence for the de+ 
fence was the truth, they muft acguit him, 
The jury did not go out of court, but af- 
ter confulting together for a few minutes, 
brought intheir verdict, Not Gurttry. 

It bein gznow become a queltion, whether 
General Ganfel can be legally kept in 
euftody, after his acquitment at the Old- 
Bailey, it is neeeffary to inform: thém; 
that althongh the manner‘of arrefting the 
General was illegal, yet, as he has been 
adtually in cuftody of a Sheriff’s officer, if 
he is fuffered to go at large, the Sheriffs, 
to all intents and. purpofes, would be fixed 
with the debt. The General has his res 
medy by law againft the Bailiff, for any 
illegal conduét in’ the execution of the 
procefs, oH 

This day a Sheriff's officer arrefted am 
attorney, at Cambezwell, by the following 
ftratagem : he drefled himfelf exaétly like 
a barber’s man that he fhaved .with, ‘and 
when he entered the room, the gentlemag 
afked him if he could fhave well? His an- 
fwer was, very well! and immediate! 
fhewed his warrant. The attorney fai 
he fhaved too clofe, and paid the money 
direétly. 

A melancholy accident Py 4 ap at 
Portfmouth, by a perfon carelefsly throw- 
ing into the ftreet fome gingerbread cakes, 
im which he had put fome arfenic, in, or- 
der to poifon the rats; when three chil- 
dren picked them up, and eating them 
eagerly, the fatal effets of the poifon foort 
began to operate, and though every means 
was ufed to expel it, yet it proved fatal ta 
one of them. 4 

Wednefday rs. 

The feffions ended at the Old-Bailey. 
At this feffiom fifteen prifoners received. 
judgment of death, forty'were fentenced 
to be tranfported for feven years, fix ore 
dered to be privately whipped, .two to be 
publicly whipped, and fifty-five,were dif+ 
charged by proclamation. 

The Court of Direétors of the Eaft-In- 
dia Company took up the following thips 
into their fervice for the year enfuing, viz. 
the Stratford, Capt. Lifle, for Bombay and 
China; the True Briton, Capt. Broadley, 
the Mora, Capt. Kent, the Verelft, Capt. 
Nowle, the Bute, Capt. Rendy, the Afia, 
Capt, Gammage, the Speke, Capt. Jack- 
fon, the Dutton, Capt. Rice, the Sca- 
horfe, Capt. Anthony, and the Pacific, 
Cart. Berkeley, for Coaft and Bay; the 
Northumberland, Capt.Rees, the Thames, 
Capt. Clark, amd the Calcutta, Capt. 
'Fhompfon, for Bombay; and the York, 
Capt. Hayton, for St. Helena and Ben= 
coolen. 

This day Sir John Fielding informed 
the Bench of Juftices, that be had Taft 
yeer written to Mr, Garrich sna 

t 
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the impropriety of petforming the Beg- 
gars Opera, whith never was reprefented 
on the ftage without crcating-an additional 
number of real thieves ; he begged there- 
fore the gentlemen prefent would join 
with him in: requefting Mr. Garrick to 
defift from performing that Opera on 
Saturday evening. The Bench imme- 
diately confented to the propofal;. and a 
polite card was difpatched to Mr. Garrick 
for that purpofe. To whieh Mr. Gar- 
rick returned for anfwer, that his com- 
pany was fo imperfect and divided, (many 
of the performers being yet inthe country, ) 
that it would beexceedingly inconvenient, 
if not impoflible, for -him to open with 
any other piece than that he ‘had already 
advertifed $* but added, that he would in 
future do every thing in his power~to 
oblige them. 

Tt muft be confeffed, that although the 
Beggats Opera abounds with wit, humour, 
and the moft poignane fatire, it is notwith- 
ftanding very ill calculated .to mend the 
morals of the common people, who are 
pleafed to find all ranks and-degreeés, the 
higheft and moft refpectable charaéters, 
brought down to a level with themfelves. 
The Beggars Opera is, intruth, the Thief’s 
Creed:and Common Piayer book, in which 
he fortifies himfelf in the moft atrocious 
wickednefs, from the impunity and triumph 
of -his great exampler Mackheath; and 
comforts himfe!f, that, notwithttanding he 
may be hanged for his robbery, he is no 
worfe then his betters. 

Mr. Gay’s. intention in writing that-ad- 
mirable dramatic opera, was to lath the 
vices of the great ; ic was chiefly meant 
yo be a very fevere fatire upon the Mini- 
ftry of that time, and particularly levelled 
at Sir Robert Walpole, who had greatly of- 
fended:the author and his friends. Thus 
what proceeded originally from private res 
fentment, produced, in its event, very 
great and manifefi injury to the public. 

. The worthy Archbithop Herring forefaw 
the confequences which this admired Opera 
would produce ; and,-in a fermon at Court, 
very ftrongly pointed out the pernicious 
tendency of it to deftroy morality in the 
lower clafs of the community, tor which 
he was feverely handied-in a paper called 
the Intelligencer, faid to be writen by Dr, 
Swift, who, forgetting all cemper and mo- 
deration, reprefented Dr Herring/as a moft 
prottiture Divine, becaufe his zeal animared 
him to preach againft the Beggars Opera. 

Thefe ftri@ures, copied chiefly from the 
papers, produced the following farcaftical 
retort : 

“ Lord S, has hinted that the revival of the 
Libertine will be highly difagreeable to 
him.  C. F— infifts on it, that the Game- 
fter, or Gamefters. fhall not be exhibited 
again.

The Carcafs parted from, the Sea-Horfe 
about ten days ago, and it is prefumed fhe 
may by, this time have, reached the mouth 
of the river, though no advice had been ob- 
tained from her on Sunday laft.

make and fell the fame, although no 
affize of bread be fet, of the weight, 
and in the proportions following ; that is 
to fay, That every ftandard wheaten peck 
loaf thall always weigh 17 Ib, 6 oz. Aver- 
dupois, every half peck loaf 8 1b. 13 oz. 
and every quartern loaf 4 1b. 5 oz. and half 
of an ounce Averdupois, and, be marked 
with the letters S, W. and chat every peck 
loaf, half peck loaf, and quartern loaf, 
hall always be fold, as to price, in pro- 
portion to each other refpectively ; and 
that where wheaten and_houfeho'd bread, 
made as the law now dives, thall be fold 
at the fame time, together with this itandard 
wheaten bread, they be fold in, refpect of 
and in proportion to each other as fol- 
loweth; that is to fay, That the fame 
weight "of wheaten bread &s cofts cichte 
pence, the fame weight of this ftanéard 
wheaten bréad fhall coft feven- pence ; 3; or 
feven ftandard wheaten affized loaves shall 
weigh equal to eight wheaten affized loaves, 
as near as may be. 

' Standard wheaten bread fhall not be 
made into, or fold as, priced loaves, at 
one and the fame time, together with al- 
fizet.loaves of the fame ftandard wheaten 
bread, ‘ 

Makers of bread to be liable to the 

fame penalties for any: defaults as by

The miller or mealman felling adulte- 
rated flour fhail torfeic the penalties di- 
rested by a& 31 Geo. II. 

After Sept. 29, 1773, Juttices, at their 
quarter-feflions, may prohibit, for three 
months, the baking or felling other bread 

than 
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than ftandard wheaten ; but no fuch order 
thall take place til one calendar month, 
at leaft, after the making thereof. 

Copy of fuch order to be put up in 
fome market-town, or inferced in fome 
public news: paper. 

Company of bakers of London, &e. 
may offer obje@ions againft fuch prohibi- 
tion. 

Wheaten loaves of the price of 1d. or 
ad. may be made and fold according to 
act 31 Geo II. 

No affize to be fet on coarfer bread, if 
fold at a lower price, as direled by a& 
31 Geo. Il. 

Where ‘any baker of bread fhall fell 
coarfer bread at the affized houfehold bread 
price, he fhall be liable to the penalties 
inflicted by law. 

This a& nor to extend to prejudice right 
or cuftom of the city of London, or Lords 
of Leet: 

Nor {hall it prejudice the ancient right 
or cuftom of the Dean of St. Peter, Weit- 
miniter, &c. 

Nor thall any thing contained prejudice 
the ancient right of the Univerfities of 
Oxford and Cambridge. 

All the laws now in being for regulating 
the price of bread, &c. to remain in full 
force. 

Where the chief magiftracy of a corpo- 
ration is vefted in two Bailiffs, one of 
them may fex an affize on bread. 

As Mr. Pownall, in explaining this law, 


obferves, that there was no poffinility of 
affaying flour, fo as to define, and then 
afcertain the degree of its proportionable 
finenefs, the only remedy that remained 


was to introduce again that Siandard 
Wheaten Bread whichis made of the 
whole produce of the wheat, without any 
divifion of the fluur. Defining the flour 
to be the whole produce of the grain, 
the bran or hull only excepted, and to 
weigh three-fowth parts of the weight of 
the wheat whereof it is made. This 
definition, he fays, will, in the ordinary 
courfe of prattice, anfwer very well: 
becaufe, as there is no reafon, on one 
hand, to expect that the miller wil! make 
the flour finer ‘than the law requires, fo, 
on the other, any man can ‘fee whether 
he hath left the hull or bran in it —This 
remedy has this merit in it, that it contains 
no novelty, hazards no experiment, Offers 
nothing but what the experience of ages 
hath juftified.

The faft accounts from Baffora and 
Bagdad are very afflifting, as they men- 
tion that the Plague has carried off io0,0ce 
people in the former of thofe two places, 
and more than twice that number in the 
Tatter. The French’Conful at Bagdad, and 
the Agent of the fame nation at Baffora,. 
and all the Catholic Priefts, are among. 
the dead. The Englith Agent wotld moft, 
probably have died likewife, had he not 
gone into the country with. many of his 
countrymen, feveral of whom, however, 
had the misfortune to fall into: the Hands of 
Kerim.Kan, their enemy. 

On the 18th paft, the German and Hun- 
garian College, at Rome, which was formed 
under the direGion of .the Jefuits, took 
fire ; by whch a number of ‘manufcripts 
and printed books were. burnt: . The next 
day Father Stefanucci, Ex Jefuit; and his 
nephew,. were arrefied, and fent to the 
Caftle of St. Angelo. The former of 
which two perfons is well known to have 
enjoyed the confidence of Cardinal York,, 
bur loft it a fhort time ago.. 

There has lately happened, at Tobago, 
a dreadful ftorm,' by which almoft all the 
houfes of the inhabitants have been blown 
down, together with their Plaintain trees. 
Hardly a family but has fuftained con- 
fiderable lofs. ‘ 

The ceremony of the intended Grand 
Duchefy’s. profeflion of the Greek fait: 
was petformed, on the ‘26th pait, in the 
chapel of the wimer palace at Peteriburg. 
After abjuring her former religion, and 
making a fhort fpeech to the Archbifhop 
of Peterfburgh, fhe was anointed by him 
according to the rites of the Greek church, 
and baptized in that faith by the name of 
Natalia Alexiowna. 

Next morning the was betrothed to the 

Grand 
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' Grand Duke, in the chapel ofthe fummer 
palace. This ceremony confifted in the 
exchanging of rings 3, thefe, having firft had 


the benediction pronounced on them by the © 


Archbifhop of Peterfburg, were delivered 
to the Grand Duke and Princefs, and by 
them to thé Emprefs, who, taking the 
Grand Duke’s, prefented it to the Princefs, 
giving the Princefs's to the Grand Duke 
in exchange: they then both: kiffed the 
Emprefs’s hand. After mafs was over, 
(which was celebrated with great pomp 
and folemnity, on account of its being the 
feftival of the Holy Handkerchief, a great 
one in this chusch), the foreign minifters 
had the ‘honour of kiffing her Imperial 
Majefty’s hand, and making their compli- 
ments to her: foon after which her Ma- 
jefty, attended by the who'e Court, pro- 
ceeded to the great faloon, where the 
dined upon the throne with the Grand 
Duke and Buchefs, and was ferved on 
this oscafion by the great officers of the 
houfhold. The four firft claffes of the 
nobility dined at different tables in the 
fame room, and the foreign minifters-with 
the Vice Chancellor at his houfe. In the 
evening there was a ball at Court, and the 
gardens of the fummer palace were finely 
illuminated, as was the whole town, and 
the thips in the river, It is fearcely pof- 
fible to exceed the fplendor and magni- 
ficence which appeared on this occafion. 


The fate of the Jefuits is at length de- 
‘cided. Toe Pope has publithed a bull, 


which fuppreffes that Order. “In this buli 
his Holinefs reproaches them wi:h not 
. Only having given caufe for difcontent to 
the Court of Rome, and to the other Or- 
ders, Colleges, Univerfities, Bifhops, and 
Priefts, but alfo that they have irritated 
the Kings of France, Spain, Portugal, and 
the Two Slcilies, to fich a degree as to 
caufe thofe Princes to drive them out of 
their refpe&ive dominions. 

The Grand Duke of Tufcany has aifo 
declared, that the Emprefs Queen, his 
auguft mother, having confented to the 
fuppreffion of the fociety, he was refolved 
to follow that example; therefore he ad- 
' vifed thofe religious to fuffer quietly their 
fuppreffion, and take the habits of fecuiar 
Ecclefiaftics, as it was his intention to 
employ them every where,-and in every 
thing they could be ufeful to him. 

_ While the King of Pruffiewas at Breflau, 
his Majefty reecived from the Pope his 
bull of fuppreffion of the Jefuits, and im- 
mediacely feat for the Father Reétor of the 
Convent of Breflau, and told him, that 
-. the Jefuits in his dominions need not be 
alarmed at this bull, as.Jong as they»be- 
haved themfelves with decency and tran- 
 quility. His Majefty added, that he 
would take them under his Royal pro- 
teGion, in confequence of. which they 


might appoint a Superior-General, to re- - 


. prefent to hiny whatever might be ufeful 
fog their fociety, 3 
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A friend to the poor, in an addrefs to 
the farmers of Norfolk, advifes them to 
plant wheat in the fame manner as they 
plant beans; by which a faving of two 
buthels of feed upon an acre may be ap- 
plied in aid of the poor. He fays, that 
an acre would produce more in this than in 
the ordinary way, as has been proved by 
experiment, and that the expence ef the 
planting (chiefly by women and children) 
would be lefs than the price of the feed 
faved, 

There feems nothing to be urged againft 
this improvement but the impraéticability 
of ic. If the writer will take the pains to 
inveftigate his own’ propofil, he will find 
a million and a half of women and children 
necefliry to carry it generally into execu- 
tion, (particularly it would have but lite 
effet), and a million and a half of work- 
ing women and children is more than the 
whole kingdom can fupply. 

Orders are given from the War-Office 
for‘ a general mufter and return of the 
Militia in every county of this kingdom, 
anc for all vacancies in them to be imme- 
diately filled up. 

The Mermaid, the oldeft collier that 
traded to Dubiin, with —-—— Wheeler, 
Efgq; of the county of ‘Kilkenny, and his 
family, on board, foundered lately near 
Whitehaven, and, every foul on board 
perithed, except the cabbin-boy. 

It appeats, from an account calculated 
lately with great exaétnefs, that no more 
than 1514 fuiiors and mariners were killed 
laft war in.their differentand glorious en- 
gigements againit the enemy ; and that the 
amazing number of thofe dead of difeafes 
amounts to 1337.8; half, at leaft, with- 
out exaggeration, died of the fcurvy, by 
living on falt psovifions ; a mot alarming 
circumftance, that 65,340 more fhould die 
by the fcurvy, than the united efforts of 
our enemies could dettroy dwing a long 
war; and certainly ic merits the molt 
fericus actention of thofe in power,, to 
think of’ fome expedient to preferve the 
lives of our brave failors. 

Three gentlemen, of the name of Mac- 
donell, with their families, and 400 High- 
landers from the counties of Glengary, 
Glenmorifon, Urquha:t, and Strathglafs, 
lately embaiked for America, having ob- 
tained a grant of lands in Albany.—Such 
has been the emigration from Ireland, 
that in the courfe of the laft year there 
have been Isuced at- Philadelphia, from 
only- two ports, no lefs than 12000 fa- .

The ‘Hon. John S:uart, Superintendant 
of the Indian #ffairs, communicated 40 the 
Indians, sffembled at a late: congrefs at 
Augufia, the defign of eftsblifhing a new 
Government on the Ohio, and his Ma- 
jefy’s gracious attention to the interett of 
the Indiais, in rett isting the Pate ces frm
